Heighten Your Enjoyment of the Hobby through Books 

The Duchess of Windsor maintained that '"You 
can never be too rich or too thin/' though few peo- 
ple I know can lay claim to both. Thus, Td like to 
modify that expression to make it more applicable 
to the topic of this message: "You can never have 
too many books or read too much." My predeces- 
sor, Dave Bowers, believed that knowledge is pow- 
er and urged every collector to build a personal 
numismatic library. Sound advice, particularly in 
light of the tumultuous goings-on in our hobby. 

If people would put down their Grey Sheets and 
pick up a good book, such as Bowers' Adventures 
with Rare Coins or The Fantastic 1804 Dollar by 
Eric Newman and Ken Bressett, I guarantee that 
more folks would become collectors rather than 
just investors.

Club Explores Reasons Behind 
Decline of Hobby Interest 

Editor's note: The following letter was sent to 
Carl Wolf, coordinator of the ANA's Numis- 
matic Theatre, in response to an invitation ex- 
tended to the Keokuk (Iowa) Coin Club to par- 
ticipate in the Coin Club Operations panel 
discussion held during the 95th Anniversary 
Convention in Milwaukee in August (see Oc- 
tober 1986, p. 2073). First printed in THE CEN- 
TINEL, official publication of the Central States 
Numismatic Society, the letter is reprinted be- 
low for our readers' consideration. 

Dear Mr. Wolf: 

Unfortunately, the Keokuk Coin Club 
will not be able to send a representative 
to the panel discussion you have planned 
for the ANA'S summer 1986 convention. 


You may, if you wish, use this letter as 
our contribution to your inquiry into the 
demise of so many local coin clubs. The 
contents of this letter have been endorsed 
by those who attended the Keokuk Coin 
Club's April meeting. 

First of all, we are surviving as a coin 
club but are not necessarily "healthy and 
thriving." When the Keokuk Coin Club 
began back in 1960, there were 105 char- 
ter members. We grew steadily during the 
'60s, reaching our membership peak of 
142 members in 1970. Our membership 
remained fairly close to that level though, 
right up through the Bicentennial. We ac- 
tually dropped to a bit below 100 mem- 
bers in the late '70s but recovered, averag- 
ing 112 members through the early 1980s. 

However, in the past two years we have 
seen our membership drop sharply to 
about 80. During that time we gained just 
three new members and lost nearly 25 old 
ones. Most of our members have been 
with us a long time, and at least three- 
fourths are over 40 years old. Still, there 
are perhaps 30 that are fairly regular in 
their attendance at monthly meetings. We 
think of ourselves as a healthy club that's 
not as big as it once was. 

We believe that such success as we en- 
joy comes from cultivating qualities that 
run contrary to contemporary trends in 
the "numismatic industry." But then, 
most of us are only collectors — people 
who would consider the purchase of a 
coin costing more than $100 a major 
transaction. No doubt many of us have 
made an occasional "numismatic invest- 
ment," buying coins that were expensive 
enough for us to want to be confident they 
would appreciate in value at a rate greater 
than that of inflation. 

Most of the coins we buy (or offer in our 
monthly auctions) have a distinctly non- 
investment appeal; we like to hold them, 
admire their beauty and think about their 
history. In time, we will want them to 
come into the hands of other collectors 
like us, and that, curiously enough, means 
the coins must remain affordable. 

If our club gave more emphasis to "in- 
vestment-quality" coins, why we'd hard- 
ly need to meet at all. We wouldn't even 
need to like each other. Heck, when you 
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shop around for a home mortgage loan, 
you aren't looking for someone you like, 
are you? No, you're looking for the lowest 
interest rate. 

The fact of the matter is, we meet each 
month because we like coins and enjoy 
each other's company, even when some- 
one's telling a story we've heard before. 
For us, coins are treasures first, invest- 
ments second. We think that the reasons 
that brought us together 26 years ago are 
still valid today, and so we are saddened 
by our decline in membership, our inabili- 
ty to attract more young members, and 
the demise of so many clubs whose pur- 
poses were much like our own. 

Of course, there are a number of peo- 
ple out there in the "numismatic indus- 
try" who do not make it any easier for us. 
These are the dealers who know nothing 
about coins (except how they look before 
they get a little wear on them) and seem 
dedicated, peculiarly enough, to turning 
coins into hermetically sealed blobs of 
metal no one ever needs to look at. 

Each is accompanied by a certificate 
that, in theory, is an investment vehicle 
analogous to a stock certificate. In prac- 
tice, they turn out to be more like labels 
on bottles of expensive wine. You've got 
to know your vineyards and vintages, and 
you've got to develop the savoir-faire it 
takes to swallow $20 at a chug. 

Of course, coins, with their lower alco- 
holic content, have to be marketed ag^es- 
sively, and thus we have telemarketing. 
The net result of telemarketing campaigns 
seems to be convincing a few people to 
part with substantial sums of money, 
while at the same time convincing most 
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Potosi and its Historic Mint 


people that anyone having anything to do 
with "rare" coins is some kind of sleaze- 
ball who lacks the courage to get out there 
and kick tires and sell the used cars God 
meant him to. Neither group of people is 
likely to produce active collectors of the 
sort who belong to coin clubs. 

So, how does the ANA fit into all of 
this? Perhaps your panelists would like to 
consider these questions: 

• How many of the advertisers in The 
Numismatist place primary emphasis 
on the investment nature of the goods 
and services they sell? 

• How many practice telemarketing? 

• How many seem to be dedicated to 
pushing the grading of coins to its un- 
natural conclusion, where a grading cer- 
tificate acquires some of the qualities 
of stock certificates and wine labels? 

• How many list coins at specific prices? 
How many of those are less than $100? 

• Is it true that lots consigned to the 
ANA'S 1986 auction had an anticipated 
selling price of $750? (Who can ^ford 
to think of a $750 coin as anything but 
an investment?) 

Don't misunderstand us. As we pointed 
out already, most of us make occasional 
numismatic investments, but that isn't 
the basis for our interest in coins or our 
reason for getting together. Yes, it may be 
possible to address the concerns of both 
collectors and investors. This may even 
be the intention of most of the ANA's 
elected officials and staff, but is it the in- 
tention of most of The Numismatist's ad- 
vertisers or those who plan an auction in 
which every lot is supposed to sell for at 
least $750? Clearly, what we are consider- 
ing here is not right vs. wrong, but relative 
emphasis and perception. 

Indeed, even collectors with limited 
amounts of disposable income usually 
will try to make economically sound in- 
vestment decisions. Right now only a cou- 
ple members of the Keokuk Coin Club 
have perceived ANA membership as a 
sound investment. No doubt most of the 
70-odd members who haven't joined have 
not perceived the ANA's advantages. We 
hope this letter helps explain why.

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West Point Ceremony 
Yields First Bullion Coin 
Numismatic history was 
made September 8 at the 
West Point Bullion Deposi- 
tory as senior Mint officials 
launched America's entry 
into the gold bullion coin 
market by striking the first 
specimens of the American 
Eagle 1 -ounce gold piece, 
the first non-commemora- 
tive American gold coin is- 
sued since 1933. As flags 
fluttered and a military 
band played upbeat music 
for about 170 guests, Mint 
Director Donna Pope began 
the event by introducing a 
number of government of- 
ficials. "The United States 
has never produced a gold 
bullion coin of its own," 
she said, "until today." 

Katherine Ortega, treas- 
urer of the United States, 
spoke next, inviting the pub- 
lic to invest in America's 
future. "We invite them to 
support the cause of liberty 
worldwide by purchasing the 
golden coins with Miss Lib- 
erty's figure on one side and 
the high-flying, freedom-lov- 
ing American eagle on the

other . . . They are the latest 
evidence that free enterprise 
in America is once again 
freeing up financial resources 
for millions of our citizens." 

Secretary of the Treasury 
James Baker in, in his brief 
remarks, traced the historic 
fascination with gold back 
to classical times, before 
turning to the coining press 
and activating a button that 
lowered a protective screen. 
As he puihed a second but- 
ton, two quick strikes on 
the planchet produced the 
first gleaming coin, along 
with prolonged applause. 
Again and again Baker was 
asked to hold up the $50 
piece for the cameras, until 
he finally returned to the 
press and struck the second 
and third specimens. 

Introduction of the $50 
coin, which contains one 
troy ounce of gold and meas- 
ures 32.7mm, will be fol- 
lowed by issuance of $25 
[Vi troy ounce, 27mm), $10 
(V4 ounce, 22mm) and $5 
(Vio ounce, 16.5mm) denom- 
inations. All American Ea- 
gle coins feature on the ob- 
verse a modified version of 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens'

Walking Liberty design, 
which appeared on 1907-33 
U.S. $20 pieces, together 
with a reverse design show- 
ing a family of American 
eagles, created by Dallas 
sculptress Miley Busiek, 
who struck the fourteenth 
coin at West Point. 

Following Baker's three 
initial strikes, Richard Dar- 
man, deputy secretary of 
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the Treasury, produced the 
fourth specimen; Ortega and 
Pope struck the fifth and 
sixth coins; and U.S. Repre- 
sentatives Hamilton Fish, 
Benjamin Gilman and Jerry 
Lewis triggered the seventh, 
eighth and ninth strikes. 

Others participating in 
the festivities included 
Elizabeth Jones, chief en- 
graver of the Mint; ANA 
President Florence Schook, 
who struck the sixteenth 
coin; retired Coin World 
editor Margo Russell; com- 
memorative coin authority 
Anthony Swiatek; and Scott 
Travers, numismatic author. 
The last of the 28 official 
first strikes was made by 
Eugene Essner, deputy di- 
rector of the Mint. Regular 
production began on the 
depository coin presses later 
in the day. 

Authorized by Public Law 
99-185, the American Eagle 
legal-tender gold bullion 
coins will be minted in four 
denominations in uncircu- 
lated condition during 1986 
and offered for sale by pri- 
vate distributors. The Mint, 
itself, will offer, through a 
direct mailing to its numis- 
matic customers, an oppor- 
tunity to purchase $50 gold 
pieces in proof condition 
(no proof fractional coins 
will be minted in 1986). 

The retail price of the 
coins will be tied to the 
spot price of gold. "We are 
determined to make and 
keep the Eagles highly com- 
petitive in price, liquidity 
and availability with other 
gold bullion coins in the do- 
mestic and international 
markets,'' said Donna Pope. 

FTC Indicts 
Rare Coin Galleries 

The Federal Trade Com- 
mission has charged two 
related companies and two 
individuals, who have sold 
thousands of rare coins na- 
tionwide, with misrepresent- 
ing the grade and invest- 
ment value of their coins. 


The FTC complaint requests 
a restraining order, prelimi- 
nary and permanent injunc- 
tions, consumer redress and 
an asset freeze against Rare 
Coin Galleries of America, 
Incorporated; Rare Coin Gal- 
leries of Florida; and their 
principal officers, Edward 
Kalp and Richard Kayne, 
who are the sole stock- 
holders of both companies. 

The firms' sales brochures 
and other promotional ma- 
terial include claims such 
as "You can be confident 
that any coin acquired 
through RCGA will be ex- 
actly as represented"; "You 
receive our Rare Coin Gal- 
leries of America Guarantee 
of Authenticity in Grading, 
in which your coins are cer- 
tified to be genuine and ac- 
curately graded"; and that 
RCGA sells "only those 
coins in the highest invest- 
ment grades." 

The complaint, filed in 
Massachusetts district court 
in September, charges these 
claims were false and that 
the defendants significantly 
overgraded their material, 
selling coins for between 
$100 and $3,000 each that 
were worth substantially 
less than what customers 
paid. The defendants, who 
marketed the coins through 
advertisements in general 
circulation newspapers and 
magazines, direct mail and 
telemarketing, are charged 
with falsely claiming that 
the coins they sold were ac- 
curately graded, when in 
fact they were of a signifi- 
cantly inferior grade. 

In addition, the complaint 
alleges that the companies 
falsely claimed consumers 
could reasonably expect to 
make substantial profit on 
their coin investments in 
three to five years. However, 
because the defendants sold 
their coins at prices far high- 
er than the fair market val- 
ue for such coins, consumers 
could not reasonably expect 
to recoup more than a frac- 
tion of the purchase price. 


The injunctions prohibit 
the defendants from selling 
any coins unless they are 
accurately graded in accord- 
ance with generally accepted 
industry standards; prohibit 
them from misrepresenting 
the value of any coins; and 
prohibit any other misrepre- 
sentation in the defendants' 
sales of coins or other in- 
vestments. The complaint 
also asks for a freeze of the 
assets of both companies for 
the purpose of funding con- 
sumer redress.

Book Reveals Discovery 
of Richest Galleon 

Tons of silver ingots, 
himdreds of pounds of gold 
bullion, scores of uncut em- 
eralds, and priceless 17th- 
century artifacts have been 
reclaimed over the past year 
from what is proving to be 
the most fabulous treasure 
wreck ever — the Nuestra 
Senora de Atocha, a Span- 
ish galleon that sank off the 
Florida Keys in 1622. The 
search for the legendary 
ship, which has tantalized 
and foiled generations of 
treasure hunters, is chron- 
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icled in Treasure of the A- 
tocha (Pisces Books, $24.95), 
a 224-page adventure about 
a dream come true. 

Lost in a hurricane, the 
Atocha lay hidden for three 
centuries under a protective 
blanket of sand in 50 feet of 
water a few miles off Key 
West, Florida. For years div- 
ers found scattered debris 
but not the vast treasure 
known to be aboard the 
galleon. Last year Mel Fish- 
er's Treasure Salvors stmck 
paydirt and began uncover- 
ing $400 million worth of 
Spanish colonial remnants. 

Author R. Duncan Math- 
ewson in joined the search 
in 1973 when an archaeolo- 
gist was needed to decipher 
the scattered, and few, frag- 
ments of physical evidence 
— silver coins, swords and 
bits of pottery — that hinted 
of the wealth buried below 
the Straits of Florida. 

Mathewson's riveting 
text, with full-color photo- 
graphs, drawings and maps, 
describes the sinking of the 
Atocha and its recovery, as 
well as the personal hard- 
ship and legal battles con- 
nected with Fisher's 16-year 
quest. Included is a fascinat- 
ing account of the archaeo- 
logical significance of the 
lost galleon. (An article about 
the coinage recovered from 
the Atocha appears on pages 
2017-40 of the October 1986 
issue of The Numismatist.) 


Martin, Licaretz Newest 
Mint Engravers 

Two new sculptor/engrav- 
ers — Chester Young Martin 
of Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
and James Charles Licaretz, 
a Philadelphia native — began 
duties at the U.S. Mint in 
Philadelphia in August and 
September, bringing the en- 
graving staff up to full com- 
plement following recent 
retirements. 

Prior to his August 18 ap- 
pointment, Martin was a 
free-lance artist specializing 
in architectural rendering

and bas-relief sculpture. He 
has won competitions for a 
number of major commis- 
sions, including the 50th an- 
niversary medal for the 
American Society of Medal- 
ists and the World Food Day 
medal for the United Na- 
tion's Food and Agricultural 
Organization in 1984. 

Martin's work has been 
displayed in National Sculp- 
ture Society shows in New 
York and the International 
Exposition of Contemporary 
Medals in Florence, Italy. Ex- 
amples of his work are in 
the permanent collections 
of the British Museum in 
London, the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, the American Nu- 
mismatic Society and the 
Swedish Royal Cabinet. 

Martin was a painter be- 
fore taking up sculpture, 
working mostly in water- 
color. "I had the idea that 
every painter should sculpt 
a little bit to better under- 
stand form," he says. Al- 
though Martin enjoys three- 
dimensional sculpture, he 
finds it too complicated and 
time-consuming, "but I found 
two-and-a-half dimensions 
to be more my game." 

Licaretz, since 1975 a 
sculpture instructor at Wayne 
Art Center in Wayne, Penn- 
sylvania; Community Art 
Center in Wallingford, Penn- 
sylvania; and the Fleisher Art 
Memorial, pursues sculpture 
in the roimd, much of which 
consists of nudes cast in res- 
in and polychrome. He was 
commissioned to prepare 
the inaugural medal for the 
president of Drexell Univer- 


sity in 1985 and completed 
10 medals for the Franklin 
Mint, as well as work on 
Franklin's porcelain series. 

Licaretz, who presently has 
a piece in the Fellowship Ex- 
position at the Noyes Mu- 
seum, will continue teach- 
ing life modeling at Fleisher. 
Like Martin, he is discover- 
ing a new world at the U.S. 
Mint. "There's a lot of stuff 
that I've really only read 
about," he says. "The sculp- 
tors here have much more 
to do with the whole proc- 
ess, from beginning to end, 
than they have at the com- 
mercial mints. There you 
just do the relief work, the 
plasters and the clays, while 
here it's right through to 
the finished dies." 

Annunzio Blasts Bullion 
Distribution Policy 

The U.S. Treasury's plans 
to bar small businesses and 
the public from purchasing 
its new gold bullion coins 
directly from the Mint will 
increase the cost of the 
coins to the public and may 
subject the program to cost- 
ly lawsuits, asserts Repre- 
sentative Frank Annunzio, 
chairman of the House Con- 
sumer Affairs and Coinage 
Subcommittee. 

Responding to the Mint's 
scheme to sell the coins ex- 
clusively to firms with as- 
sets of $50 million or more, 
Annunzio notes that "it is 
the American people who 
will ultimately pay for these 
exclusive distributorships," 
which will "lessen competi- 
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tion and are sure to raise the 
price of the coins two- to 
three- percent higher than 
necessary . . . W^e Ameri- 
cans may be willing to pay 
that premium, foreign pur- 
chasers may not. Thus, the 
U.S. coin, designed to com- 
pete with the krugerrand in 
international markets, may 
start out at a competitive 
price disadvantage. 

^The Gold Bullion Act 
explicitly requires the Mint 
to sell the coins to the pub- 
lic .. . The Mint's refusal 
to comply with the plain 
letter of the law is likely to 
lead to lawsuits that could 
hobble the program before it 
begins . . . The Mint claims 
to have studied the distribu- 
tion system for South Afri- 


can krugerrands and Cana- 
dian Maple Leafs as the 
proper means for marketing 
the coins. Unfortimately, 
many of the experts that 
[the Mint] consulted are the 
authorized distributors of 
those coins, and have a 
vested interest in making 
sure the United States uses 
the same system and same 
distributors for the U.S. 
coin. Asking for their advice 
is like asking a loan shark if 
his rates are competitive. 

"By dealing with only a 
favored few and ignoring the 
law, the Mint reinforces the 
belief that it operates for the 
benefit of the well-heeled 
and well-connected. In this 
case," said Annunzio, "reali- 
ty approaches belief." 


Ferguson Award 
Goes to Greene 

ANA member Ronald A. 
Greene of Victoria, British 
Columbia, was presented 
the 1986 f. Douglas Fergu- 
son Award for distinguished 
service to Canadian numis- 
matics during the Canadian 
Numismatic Association 
convention in July. The ac- 
colade is the CNA's highest 
award and is presented an- 
nually to the living numis- 
matist who has contributed 
most to the science of nu- 
mismatics, particularly 
through research, writing 
and publishing. 

An active supporter of the 
CNA for 30 years, Greene is 
the immediate past presi- 
dent of the Canadian Paper

Paper money is addressed 
in Mick Vort-Ronald's arti- 
cle about Australian high- 
value, superscribed notes 
and Trevor Hart's observa- 
tions on the Union Bank's 
£2 note. Volume two also 
represents the Journal’s first 
departure from Australian 
numismatics with Peter 
Bricknell's study of the in- 
cuse staters of Sybaris. 

John Sharpies presents a 
history of the numismatic 
collection of the Museum of 
Victoria, which he curates,- 
Tom May writes about the 
connection between S. Peek 


and the "Tea Store" tokens 
of Sydney; and published for 
the first time is a catalog of 
the collection formed by 
A.M. Le Souef, deputy mas- 
ter of the Melbourne branch 
of the Royal Mint in the 
early 1920s.

House Authorizes Coins 
to Mark Bicentennial 
of Constitution 

The House of Representa- 
tives on October 1 passed 
legislation authorizing the 
minting of gold and silver 
coins commemorating the 
bicentennial of the U.S. Con- 
stitution in 1987. Sponsored 
by Illinois' Representative 
Frank Annunzio, chairman 
of the Consumer Affairs and 
Coinage Subcommittee, the 
bill calls for up to 1 million 
$5 gold and 10 million $10 
silver coins to be minted to 
historical specifications, 
with designs emblematic of 
the Constitution. 


Introduced September 23, 
1985, the bill had languished 
in committee for more than 
a year for want of 218 co- 
sponsors, which is required 
for measures authoriz|^ U.S. 
Mint medals. After a section 
providing for medals was 
dropped from the bill, unan- 
imous support came from 
the House Banking Com- 
mittee, clearing the way for 
unanimous approval in the 
full House. 

A .900 gold piece will con- 
tain just less than Va ounce 
of pure gold, and a .900 sil- 
ver coin will feature slightly 
more than one ounce of pure 
silver. The gold coins will 
carry a $35 surcharge; a $7 


surcharge will be applied to 
the silver coins and will be 
used solely to reduce the 
national debt, with sales ex- 
pected to raise $105 million. 

"The bill is a modest at- 
tempt to return to the exam- 
ple set by those who wrote 
the Constitution," rhapso- 
dized Annunzio. "The prof- 
its from the sale of the coins 
are not viewed as merely 
another somrce of revenue 
to be spent. Instead, it is a 
revenue measure that can- 
not be spent. We need to be- 
gin to restrict more revenue 
sources to debt reduction."

HOW AND WHY PEOPLE COLLECT 



Ancient Coins

Some collect ancient coins ji st be- 
cause they're so beautiful. A cc llection 
of ancients has far more variety ^ than a 
modem collection of equal size , and 
the history behind each is mor^ dra- 
matic and exciting than that o; most 
modem issues. Ancient coins— most 
likely the oldest antiques you A^ill ever 
own — touch some distant chord from 
the past and are becoming pop alar with 
a growing number of collector? . Occa- 
sional wild rates of appreciation haven't 
hurt either. 

As expressions of the engraver's art, 
coins have few rivals. Ancient coins, 
generally produced from short-lived dies, 
express the broad variety of sk; 11s, inter- 
pretation and style of counties?, engrav- 
ers. In contrast, modem coins ire manu- 


factured from a reproduction of a single 
engraver's work. Modem issues are al- 
ways essentially alike; ancient coins are 
rarely similar. Pound for pound, an- 
cients offer the collector more breadth, 
diversity and raw beauty than any other 
kind of coin collecting. 

Initially, some people are put off by 
the unusual nature of ancient coins. 
They aren't perfectly round and you 
can't stack them neatly in a tube. Be- 
cause ancients are individually stmck, 
no two are exactly alike, and that's 
downright frightening to folks who need 
regularity in their lives. 

Finding two specimens from the 
same pair of dies can be a long and pro- 
tracted endeavor. You might as well 
just stick to Lincoln cents and not 
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have to bother with looking at all the 
different scenes, people and beasts de- 
picted on ancient coins. Besides, who 
wants to learn about slaves, their cap- 
ture, their escape, and the wars fought 
over them? fust looking at Lincoln over 
and over is enough. 

Coinage served as one of the main 
news media of society until the inven- 
tion of the printing press. Merchants 
never failed to notice the ever-changing 
currency that passed through their 
hands, which was one of the best ways 
to learn of a change in the nation's 
leadership. The newest, shiniest issues 
always depicted the latest ruler. 

The issuance of coinage, which was 
used to pay the military and simultane- 
ously spread the word about who was 
in power, was practically the most im- 
portant first order of business for a new 
regime. Coins, the forerunner of the 
state-controlled radio station, were prop- 
aganda, manipulated for political pur- 
poses. There hasn't been anything of 
this drama and scope in coinage for 
hundreds of years. 

It's been said that the biggest com- 
plaint about ancient coins is that they're 


hard to understand. That could be ar- 
gued endlessly back and forth. Ironical- 
ly, this argument implies that collect- 
ing regular coins is simple. (All in fa- 
vor, say "aye.") 

Perhaps the deceptively low price of 
ancients is responsible for their general 
lack of popularity. Beautiful specimens 
can be had for $20 or less. Anything 
that's 2,000 years old ought to cost 
more or it can't be worth very much, 
right? Ancients also are remarkably 
well-preserved in most cases, which de- 
tracts from the feeling that they're as 
old as they're supposed to be. 

One thing's sure; their lack of popu- 
larity isn't because of a lack of availa- 
bility. Through mail order, at trade 
shows, in auctions and at shops across 
the country you can spend all your 
money rather quickly on assortments 
of ancient coins. 

A Little Perspective 

About four billion years ago the earth 
first arrived on the scene. Things started 
to develop quickly — life stepped out of 
the primordial goo, dinosaurs came and 
went, and continents shifted around.

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Humans (sort of) made their first ap- 
pearance, perhaps four million years 
ago. But it wasn't until about ten or 
twelve thousand years ago that people 
as we know them— civilized animals 
living in settled communities with pat- 
terns of cultural and social conduct — 
developed on the face of the planet. 
Think of it, civilization is only about 
ten thousand years old! The first ad- 
vanced civilization, with writing and 
poetry, philosophy and government, 
leisure time and a flourishing economy, 
is but three thousand years of age and 
no more. 

Well, here we sit, high and mighty, 
thinking we're cool and early society is 
ancient. In another 3,000 years maybe 
the world will look back on us and 
think we're ancient. But in the cosmic 
scope of things, no civilization is an- 
cient. Coins, first introduced about 
2,600 years ago, are contemporary with 
modem times. 

From this singular start springs every- 
thing coin collectors crave. The concept, 
the designs, the reasons, the value, the 
indelible record of history, the metals, 
the methods, the essence of everything 
numismatic can be traced back to the 
beginnings of coinage and its develop- 
ment in classical times. 

We owe all our notions concerning 
coinage to those early folks who led 
the way. What a great way to learn 
about economics, study history, explore 
reality, occupy some idle time, and 
amass a small personal fortune. But, 
how to begin? 

As a journey of a thousand miles be- 
gins with a single step, so an ancient 
coin collection begins with a single 
coin. Fate has as much to do with a 
collector's first ancient coin as any 
other factor, but after that, personal 
preference comes more and more into 
play. Ancient coins can be categorized 
and collected in many ways, and devot- 
ed collectors have tried them all. 

Chronology 

Ancient coinage is a medium for se- 
quentially organizing historical events, 
from that first enlightened minting in 
Lydia in about 600 B.C. to the begin- 
ning of the Dark Ages. Any single as- 


pect of early history — wars, discovery 
and development of new lands, politi- 
cal activities, economic upheavals, cele- 
brations — can be carefully tracked and 
studied through ancient coins. With 
more numerous and diverse issues than 
modem mints, ancients offer exquisite 
details about the happenings behind 
the events. 

Location 

Our predecessors in Greece were 
spread out across the numerous islands 
that make up that country. Each spot 
of land, proudly independent and iso- 
lated by the sea, issued its own indige- 
nous and strikingly different coins. 

From that beginning, the collection of 
coins by location of origin is a task 
that can comfortably occupy a lifetime 
or two. 

Theme 

Designers of ancient coinage excelled 
in selecting suitable subjects for coin 
motifs. Today, many collectors indulge 
in special areas of interest, such as ani- 
mals, architecture, ships, historical 
events, mythological characters or reli- 
gion. A complete "set" of distinct coin 
types depicting the flying horse Pega- 
sus, for example, would number more 
than 140 pieces. The isle of Corinth, 
responsible for one main Pegasus type, 
issued thousands of die variations. There's 
no end to the possibilities. 

Political themes also fall in this 
category, and, indeed, social programs 
and political policy were "advertised" 
on coins of the realm. Building proj- 
ects, trade and commerce, dominance 
over surrounding peoples, even a pro- 
posed royal succession can be followed 
through an assemblage of ancients. 

Emperors 

The most popular type of ancient 
coin collection, and usually the first to 
be considered by newcomers, consists of 
groupings of rulers from a given period. 
Collecting the greatest figures through- 
out history is an especially attractive 
draw. Coins from Alexander the Great, 
Julius Caesar, Cleopatra, Mark Antho- 
ny and others are easily obtainable. 

A collection can depict an emperor 
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1) Bronze dupondius of Claudius; 2) Greek silver tetradrachm of Alexander the Great clear- 
ly shows the high artistic style of the Greeks as compared to the more mundane approach 
of the Romans; 3) silver denarius of Marcus Aurelius; 4} denarius featuring the Roma head; 
5) silver cistophorus of Augustus; 6) bronze sestertius of Hadrian shows a fine engraving 
style (compare this design to the crude work on the dupondius of Claudius); 7) denarius fea- 
turing the draped bust of Vesta, goddess of family life; 8) denarius of Hadrian (compare this 
portrait to the one on Hadrian's bronze sestertius); 9) denarius of Faustina Senior, wife of An- 
toninus Pius; 10) bronze follis of Constantins (by this late date, the artistry of the Roman Em- 
pire was disintegrating, as reflected in the caricature portrait of Constantins); 11) early de- 
narius depicts a ram on the reverse; 12) denarius showing the Roman god Jupiter; 13) dena- 
rius depicting a scene from the rape of the Sabine women; 14) gold aureus of Maximianus; 
15) denarius issued by Julius Caesar shows an elephant trampling a snake; 16) the reverse 
of a denarius of Caracalla features a Roman galley; and 1 7) silver cjuadrigatus with Janus 
simultaneously looking into the past and the future. 


over an extended period, and you can 
actually see a change in the coin por- 
traiture. Nero, for example, got very fat 
over the years, a condition reflected on 
his later issues. One of the "'child" em- 
perors, Severus Alexander, grew a beard. 

Additionally, you can look for a par- 
ticular family and assemble substantial 
groupings of extended family members, 
predecessors and heirs. One emperor's 
coinage featured all three of his wives 
(not at the same time, you understand). 

Denomination 

Just as some might specialize in sil- 
ver dollars or cents, collectors of an- 
cients can specialize in any of the de- 
nominations issued back then. The 
denarius, widely used for nearly 600 


years, has a checkered history and lots 
of variety. It's also possible to go after 
one of each type of denomination from 
a number of classical civilizations. Ro- 
man coinage alone consists of more 
than 20 denominations, each with its 
own history and value. 


Heads 

A quirk of ancient coinage that lends 
itself to an obscure but fascinating ap- 
proach to collecting is the proliferation 
of issues that carry more than one por- 
trait per coin, frequently on the same 
side. So-called "Janus" types feature a 
head looking forward and backward si- 
multaneously. The Greek isle of Istrus 
issued much-sought coins, called "sta- 
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A die-vciTiety paradise — they’re the same, but they’re not the same! Although these silver 
denarii of Severus Alexander, struck over a short period of time, all catalog the same, each 
is slightly, but obviously, different. The lettering of the engravers differs markedly, and 
probably at least three different engravers are represented here. How would you attribute 
“signatures” to these die makers! 


ters/' that feature a pair of heads jux- 
taposed 180 degrees from one another. 

On one coin Nero appears as a youth, 
facing his mother's portrait. Vhe Roman 
Republic issued side-by-side portraits 
personifying "honor" and "virtue." 

Women 

Unlike modem currency, ancient 
coins often feature women. Rulers fre- 
quently placed their spouses on coin- 
age, and goddesses were also a common 
subject. One fascinating book on the 
subject, Giorgio Giacosa's Women of 
the Caesars, explores this theme and is 
loaded with the kind of superb photo- 
graphs that make you wish you were 
the owner of the collections pictured. 

The Bible 

Holding a coin in your hand that Je- 
sus may have touched is certainly one 
of the most electrifying experiences in 
all of coindom. The Bible describes a 
numismatic scene in the famous "ren- 
der unto Caesar" passage in the book 


of Matthew. That silver denarius is but 
one of many coins mentioned in the Bi- 
ble, which provides an appealing and 
widely pursued collecting specialty. Af- 
ter you have one of the "30 pieces of 
silver" (actually shekels of Tyre) and 
other Biblical pieces, you can move on 
to specimens that have relevance to the 
period but are not explicitly mentioned 
in the Bible. Holy Land collections, as 
they sometimes are called, are among 
the most fascinating of all. 

Die Types 

Because dies were short-lived, ancient 
mints employed countless numbers of 
die engravers, some of whom were 
slaves (with no choice in the matter) 
while others were the finest craftsmen 
practicing the art. Many die varieties 
can be observed in a single coin t^e 
from a single issuer over a brief time 
period. You can collect dozens and doz- 
ens of specimens, each with a unique 
character, without stumbling on two 
coins from the same pair of dies. Be- 
cause obverse dies were struck with 
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greater force from the hand-held 
punches than the anvil-supported re- 
verse dies and thus had a shorter life- 
span, it is possible to collect matching 
reverses with differing obverses. 

Goddess of Rome 

When a single coin type remained 
popular for a long period of time, sub- 
tle changes inevitably were made in 
the basic design. On coins like the sil- 
ver denarii depicting Roma, goddess of 
Rome, changes were made to denote 
different mints, issuers and meanings 
that we can only guess at. These 
changes have been cataloged in depth, 
mostly by British Museum specialists, 
and are discussed in several scholarly 
reference books. Sydenham's remark- 
able book. The Coinage of the Roman 
Republic, identifies scores of Roma 
types, including 22 varieties of ornate 
helmets and 37 kinds of earrings. (To 
the casual observer these various types 
may appear to be identical portraits of 
this important Roman goddess.) Type 
changes provide a superb study in mi- 
nutiae, with blocks of knowledge still 
to be revealed. 

Knowledge is Power 

Love of coins goes hand in hand with 
love of knowledge. Because so much is 
to be known about ancient coinage, 
with so many specimens to see and 
study, good books can almost take the 
place of a good collection and certainly 
add immeasurably to one. Listed here 
are some good choices for starting your 
own book-lined, softly lighted, brass and 
mahogany study. Popular bookstores 
carry material about ancient society but 
rarely stock numismatic books. Your 
best bet is to get in touch with numis- 
matic book dealers. 

Roman Coins and Their Values by David 
Sear (B.A. Seaby Ltd., 1981). The best one- 
volume reference on the subject of Roman 
coins lists nearly anything you can collect, 
along with historical background and numis- 
matic details. A must. 


Greek Coins and Their Values, Volumes 
1 and 11, by Sear (Seaby, 1978). The defini- 
tive, all-around reference for the collector 
of Greek coins, these volumes, together 
with Sear's book about Roman coins, can 
form a complete starting library about an- 
cient numismatics. 

Reaa ng and Dating Roman Imperial Coins 
by Zander H. Klawans (Western Publishing, 
1977). This fully-illustrated volume is the 
perfect beginner's guide, containing every- 
thing you need to know in a condensed, 
compelling format. 

An Outline of \ncient Greek Coins by 
Klawans (Whitman Publishing, 1964). A 
good general introduction to the subject, 
loaded with illustrations. 

Who Was Who in the Roman World by 
Diana Bowder (Phaidon Press, 1980). Just 
what it says, with many coin illustrations. 

Who Was Who in the Greek World by 
Bowder (Washington Square Press, 1982). As 
above, without the artwork. 

Classical Dictionary of Biography, Myth f lo- 
gy and Geography by William Smith (Seaby, 
1972). Smith's volume has been especially 
adapted for numismatic use, including many 
coin illustrations. (Mythology references are 
available in any good bookstore and should 
be helpful in deciphering the stories associ- 
ated with the mythological characters ap- 
pearing on ancient coins.) 

A Companion to World Mythology by Rich- 
ard Barber (Delacorte Press, 1979) provides 
short summaries and many interesting, 
traditional illustrations. 

Classical Greek and Roman Coins: The In- 
vestor's Handbook by Michael Miller (Al- 
tara Group, 1982). Packed with great infor- 
mation about the market for ancients, in- 
vestment strategies and working with deal- 
ers, as well as fascinating monographs about 
dozens of coins, including price i^erformance 
for 1960-80. 

A Dictionary of Roman Coins b Seth Ste- 
venson (George Bell Sons, 188 , repub- 
lished by Seaby, 1982). Nearly 100 years old, 
this classic volume has great details on al- 
most all subjects, much of which is unavail- 
able elsewhere. The language may be dated, 
but the breadth, depth and quality are superb. 

Roman Coins by C.H.V. Sutherland (Put- 
nam, 1974). A fine narrative and photo- 
graphs to make you drool.

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Currency Designations 
in Spanish-Speaking Nations

The official designations of national 
currencies often provide clues to their 
historical and cultural formation. In 
those countries where Spanish is the 
official language, the names of these 
currencies reveal interesting informa- 
tion about these republics. 

At least 20 separate nations consider 
Spanish as their sole or coequal official 
language.^ Eight of these — Argentina,^ 
Bolivia, Chile,^ Colombia, Cuba, Do- 
minican Republic, Mexico and Repub- 
lic of the Philippines — employ the 
word peso (Spanish for '"weight") for 
their basic currency designation. Ac- 
cording to the Royal Spanish Academy 
Dictionary, this expression refers to an 
earlier unit of money that consisted of 
a 1 -ounce silver coin divided into 8 
reales fuertes, which was further sub- 
divided into 20 vellones (an old copper 
coin). The current Spanish word peseta, 
in use since 1868, is simply a diminu- 
tive form of peso. 

The terminology for the currency of 
the remaining 12 republics considered 
here generally is based on one of three 
cultural factors: indigenous influences, 
the Spanish incursion at the end of 
the 16th century, and heroic figures in- 
volved in the liberation of colonial 
South America."^ For example, Guate- 
mala's quetzal refers to the country's 
sacred native bird, a symbol of free- 
dom. The Honduran lempira commem- 
orates the exploits of a brave native 
American of the same name (c. 1497- 
1536) who fought valiantly against the 
Spanish imperialists. The Paraguayan 
guarani alludes to the Tupo-Guarani 
Indians who inhabit this area of South 
America, while the Peruvian sol is 
named for the Incas' sun god. 

Within the sphere of monetary phra- 
seology having its genesis on the Iberi- 
an peninsula are several noteworthy 
lexical items. Costa Rica and El Salva- 


dor use the denomination colon (Span- 
ish for "Columbus"). This word, of 
course, alludes to Christopher Colum- 
bus (1451-1506), who, though some 
Scandinavians and anthropologists 
might disagree, discovered the New 
World. Nicaragua's cordoba memorial- 
izes Francisco Hernandez de Cordoba 
(1475-1526), the renowned Spanish ex- 
plorer who reached the Yucatan penin- 
sula in 1517. 

Although the balboa is the official 
currency of Panama, the U.S. dollar is 
the de facto medium of exchange in 
this strategic nation because of the ex- 
tensive American presence in the Canal 
Zone. Panama's legal tender is named 
for Vasco Nunez de Balboa (1475-1519), 
the Spaniard who led an expeditionary 
force across the isthmus in 1513.

Lastly, two currency denominations 
refer to renowned Latin American liber- 
ators. In Ecuador the sucre honors that 
nation's hero fose Antonio de Sucre 
(1795-1830). The Venezuelan bolivar 
celebrates the highly revered 19th-cen- 
tury general Simon Bolivar (1783-1830). 


In conclusion, the various monetary 
denominations of currency in Spanish- 
speaking countries frequently testify to 
significant facets of each nation's past. 
The same is no doubt true of other 
countries around the world. Why not 
do a little investigating of your own? 


NOTES 

1. Peru's two official languages are Spanish and Quechua. In the Philippines, the official 
languages are Pilipino (a variety of Tagalog) and English, though Spanish is very important. 
The latter two vernaculars represent the influence of foreign domination by Spain 
(1571-1898) and the United States (1898-1946). 

2. Argentina recently introduced a new unit of money, the austral (Spanish for "south- 
ern"), referring to Argentina's southern location in South America. 

3. From 1960 to 1975, Chile's monetary unit was the escudo "shield." 

4. Six of the currency designations described herein — balboa, bohvar, colon, cordoba, lempira 
and sucre — are eponyms, that is, words derived from the name of a real or imaginary person. 
The world of science has produced many such neologisms (ampere, ohm, watt, etc.) that con- 
stitute units of measurement. Cyril Beeching's A Dictionary of Eponyms (London: Clive Bing- 
ley, 1979) and the second revised edition of Eric Partridge's Name into Word: Proper Names 
That Have Become Common Property (Freeport, NY: Books for Libraries, 1970) are excellent 
references for those interested in a more complete account of this linguistic phenomenon.

IN 1984 1 OBTAINED from a local 
coin dealer of long acquaintance a unique 
piece of Civil War memorabilia. It con- 
sists of a variety 1 Seated Liberty quarter 
dollar, with its obverse features planed off 
and an inscription added, as was common- 
ly practiced in making love tokens dur- 
ing the latter part of the 19th century. 
This particular inscription, EDWIN BEARD 
/ CO. A. / 64" ELL. / V.V. / DEC. 24", 1863, iden- 
tifies a Civil War soldier and his company. 
The reverse bears two solder marks, indi- 
cating that the token once was fastened 
to another metal surface, perhaps a belt 
buckle, money clip or item of equipment 
carried by the soldier as he moved with 
his regiment. In this way, it served as a 
'Mog tag," identifying the soldier should 
he be killed or wounded in combat. 

I tried to imagine the circumstances 
that surrounded the soldier who once pos- 
sessed this token. Where did the war take 
him? Did he survive the period of conflict.

MICHAEL GOODRICH ana 1 18753 


and if so, what became of him afterward? 
I then undertook a study of the soldier's 
history. It proved to be a fascinating story. 

Edwin beard was born on Jan- 

uary 4, 1839, in New Sharon, Maine, the 
son of Ebenezer Beard of Franklin Coun- 
ty.^ Some time prior to the outbreak of the 
Civil War, he moved to Illinois. 

According to the Adjutant General's re- 
port for the State of Illinois, on September 
25, 1861, Edwin Beard was one of the first 
group of volunteers from the little town 
of Ophir, Illinois, to enlist for a three-year 
term of service in the battalion known as 
"Yates' Sharpshooters," which became 
part of the distinguished 64th Illinois In- 
fantry Regiment.^ 

The First Battalion of Yates' Sharp- 
shooters, consisting of four companies 
(one of which was Beard's Company A), 
was organized at Camp Butler, Illinois, in 
December 1861. After two additional 
companies were mustered into service on 
December 31, the battalion was ordered 
to Quincy, where it was armed. 

Their first engagement took place down 
the Mississippi River in southeast Mis- 
souri at New Madrid, where they made 
a successful night attack, forcing an even- 
tual Confederate withdrawal. The entire 
battalion subsequently was engaged in the 
siege of Corinth, Mississippi, being con- 
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tinuously on the picket and skirmish line 
from April 22 to June 10, 1862, where they 
were in ''the advance of Pope's army, gen- 
erally a mile in front, more than half the 
time without tents, and always sleeping 
on their arms."^ The great battle of Cor- 
inth, fought on the third and fourth of Oc- 
tober, saw Yates' Sharpshooters heavily 
involved; 70 of its men were among the 
killed, wounded or missing. 


The battalion spent the next 

year in northern Mississippi hunting guer- 
rillas, scouting and erecting fortifications. 
On November 4, 1863, it moved to luka 
and then on to Pulaski, Tennessee, form- 
ing a part of Sherman's army of 60,000 as 
it swept through Alabama and Tennessee, 
a preliminary to the great campaign of the 
next summer. 

When, in 1863, it became clear that the 
war would not come to an early end, a na- 
tional effort was made to encourage vol- 
unteer soldiers to reenlist as "veteran 
volunteers." In the latter part of Decem- 
ber, after more than two years of active 
service and direct involvement in 18 ma- 
jor confrontations, the battalion was sent 
north for veteran furlough and recruit- 
ment. More than three-fourths of the sur- 
viving Yates' Sharpshooters, including Ed- 
win Beard, chose to reenlist. The date 
noted on Beard's token, December 24, 
1863, commemorates his reenlistment as 
a veteran volunteer. 

On their return to Tennessee, the men 
of the 64th Illinois were assigned to the 
4th Division of the 16th Army Corps, 
which joined General Sherman's army. As

Sherman approached Resaca in northwest 
Georgia, the 64th was employed to drive 
the Confederates into their works and was 
importantly involved until the enemy re- 
treated on May 16, 1864. By this time Ed- 
win Beard had been detached to the Di- 
visional Pioneers, which operated much 
like modern-day combat engineers, per- 
forming such tasks as bridging streams, 
improving roads and constructing fortifi- 
cations, frequently working under enemy 
fire. Beard's division, with the 64th Illi- 
nois prominent in the action, then suc- 
cessfully fought at Dallas, New Hope 
Church and other smaller engagements 
leading to the foot of Kenesaw Mountain. 

At the great battle of Kenesaw Moun- 
tain, the division, and the 64th Illinois in 
particular, played a leading role. When the 
Confederates fell back on July 3, 1864, the 
flag of the 64th Illinois was the first on

the mountain! Casualties in that action 
alone numbered 57. 

Losses continued to mount as the divi- 
sion crossed the Chattahoochie River and 
advanced on Nance's Creek, then Deca- 
tur. (The regiment succeeded in recaptur- 
ing the field glasses and papers of Major 
General McPherson, who was killed in ac- 


tion while marching to the support of his 
command, the 17th Division.) In these 
battles, the 64th Illinois suffered a total 
of 122 casualties. The 64th's successful 
defense against vigorous attacks led by 
Confederate General Hood may be attrib- 
uted, in part, to the fact that the regiment 
was armed with Henry repeating rifles. 
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which provided substantially more fire- 
power than the muzzleloaders in general 
use during the Civil War. 

On SEPTEMBER 23. 1864, the 64th 
Illinois was transferred to the 17th Army 
Corps, which commenced pursuit of Gen- 
eral Hood, ultimately leading them to 
Atlanta. Beard missed the battle of Atlan- 
ta because he was home on convalescent 
leave. His service record shows he was 
hospitalized 16 times for dysentery and 
similar ailments, a result of the rigorous 
conditions under which soldiers served in 
those days.^ Many men of the 64th sim- 
ply lay down, never to get up again.^ In 
most cases. Beard was '"returned to serv- 
ice" within a few days; however, in Oc- 
tober 1864 his illness was sufficient for 
him to be sent home on furlough. 

Beard took advantage of his furlough to 
marry Adelia Catherine Knapp on Octo- 
ber 20, 1864, in Ottawa, Illinois.^ For a 
good deal of late 1864 and early 1865 
Beard was hospitalized, and missed much 
of Sherman's "march to the sea" and the 
triumphant invasion of the Carolinas. 
However, Beard returned to duty in May 

1865 and therefore participated in the last 
part of the Carolina campaign and the 
Grand Review in Washington on May 24, 
1865. Afterward, he moved with the regi- 
ment to Louisville, Kentucky, where the 
entire regiment was mustered out on Ju- 
ly 11, 1865. It may be noted that Edwin 
Beard served throughout the entire life of 
the 64th Illinois Volunteer Infantry, from 
its initial organization in the Autumn of 
1861 until deactivation in July 1865. 

At the close of the war, Edwin and Adel- 
ia estabhshed residence in Ottawa, Illinois, 
where they lived until some time in the 
early 1870s. By 1874 they were in Chica- 
go,- from there they moved to Milwaukee 
in 1880; to Summit Lake, Wisconsin, in 
1883; and finally, in 1887, to Antigo in 
Langlade County, Wisconsin. Between 

1866 and 1888 the Beard's had nine chil- 
dren, eight of whom survived to adulthood. 

Although beard described 

himself as a farmer when he enlisted in 
the infantry in 1861, after the war he took 
up a technological career. He held a U.S. 


patent for his invention of a "log canter," 
a device with a movable hook, used for 
canting, or turning over, hea\^ logs. By 
the 1890s Beard was employed by the Pa- 
cific Boiler Company, installing boilers 
and flywheels for electricity-generating 
plants. It was in the performance of this 
work that Edwin came to an untimely end. 

The following newspaper report from 
the Langlade County Special of Saturday, 
January 14, 1893, is written in the graphic 
style of the times: 

Edward [sic] Beard, one of our highly 
respected citizens of the 4th Ward, met 
with a horrible death at Kaukauna Tues. 
eve. Mr. Beard was employed by the Pa- 
cific Boiler Co. and was putting up a new 
boiler for the Electric Light Works at 
Kaukauna. While at work he slipped and 
fell in a room where a large 16-foot wheel 
was located. He was wound around sev- 
eral times, then thrown against the wall 
and fell to the floor, a corpse. After ex- 
amining him, they found his skull was 
smashed and his body bruised in several 
places. It was thought when the accident 
happened that he was figuring out the 
revolutions of the drive wheel. As he fell 
he called for help but the machinist 
could not stop the wheel quick enough 
to prevent the accident. Mr. Beard leaves 
a widow and 8 children, 6 boys and 2 
girls, to mourn his untimely death. He 
was 55 [sic] years old and buried under 
the auspices of the Grand Army Post of 
this city on Thurs. AM.® 

Only 45 years old at the time, Adelia 
applied for and received Edwin's military 
pension, which amounted to $8 per 
month, plus $2 each for her four children 
under 16, giving her a total pension of $16 
per month.^ 

She succumbed to cancer on December 
12, 1920. During the last years of her life 
she lived with her son Ralph L. Beard (her 
sixth child), who was only 14 when his 
father was l^ed. Seven children survived 
Adelia, and a number of grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren are alive today.

Some probably would be surprised to 
learn that it is difficult, if not impossible, 
to assemble from circulation several of 
the modem coin series. Even though the 
series is but 26 years old, several Lincoln 
Memorial cent issues are as seldom seen 
today as the 1909-S VDB was in 1940. In 
recent years, entirely new factors have 
come into play that determine the fre- 
quency of coins in circulation. 

Simply as a result of dilution, the high- 
mintage issues of a decade ago have been 
made scarce by the enormous number of 
coins stmck in the past five years. In 1982, 
for example, the Philadelphia Mint alone 
produced 10.7 billion cents — the equiva- 
lent of the total cent output from 1909-43 
of the Philadelphia, Denver and San Fran- 
cisco Mints, and five times the mintage 
of the entire Indian Head series. All of the 
26 1 million cents issued by the San Fran- 
cisco Mint in 1968, if stmck at the same 
rate cents were produced at the Philadel- 
phia Mint in 1982, could be turned out in 
just 9 days. If 1982-P and 1968-S were the 
only two coins in the Lincoln Memorial 
series, there would be 41 1982-P cents for 
each 1968-S, in effect making 1968-S a 
fairly uncommon date. 

Check your pocket change. A cursory 
inspection will reveal that half of the 
cents in circulation exhibit some mint 
luster — not really so surprising, since half 
of the cents now circulating were minted 
within the last four years. 

Collecting Trends 

While there are many reasons why coin 
collecting has changed dramatically dur- 
ing the last 30 years, the key to under- 
standing differences between present and 


past trends can be traced back to the day 
in 1963 when the face value of U.S. silver 
coins became equal to its bullion value. 
The resultant withdrawal of silver coins 
from circulation had two effects. On one 
hand, the bullion market became part of 
the coin market, giving coins an addition- 
al appeal. On the other hand, for many 
people, circulating coinage was stripped 
of any numismatic value. 

Prior to 1963 it was commonplace for 
many Americans, regardless of means, to 
check their change for interesting dates 
and mintmarks. As a former ''numisma- 
pest" (as bank tellers knew us), I can recall 
the fun of searching through many rolls 
of pennies and even Morgan dollars. At 
that time hunting through only a few coin 
rolls from the bank would yield coins 
from the 1910s in virtually every denom- 
ination. With a little luck, one could ob- 
tain rare dates and mintmarks and even 
specimens of such obsolete series as In- 
dian Head cents and Barber silver coins. 

Many dedicated numismatists who 
started collecting during this period began 
with an interest in circulated Lincoln 
cents. This eventually led to a trip to a lo- 
cal coin dealer. Once they arrived at this 
stage, fledgling numismatists found many 
new avenues to explore. Some might sim- 
ply try to fill in a missing date or mint-

mark, or upgrade their collections with 
uncirculated coins. Others might go a step 
further, developing an interest in foreign, 
ancient or obsolete U.S. coins. Eliminat- 
ing this traditional starting point has 
thinned the ranks of coin collectors. 

Numismatics always has been pursued 
by two groups of individuals — collectors 
and investors — but the declining interest 
in circulating coins has caused the invest- 
ment aspect to dominate. Collectors em- 
phasize completing sets, but investors 
concentrate on coins that are scarce and, 
most important, high grade. 

It is interesting to note that the Morgan 
dollar, which now reigns over the investor- 
oriented market, was almost entirely ig- 
nored by collectors in the 1950s. For them, 
uncirculated Morgan dollar specimens 
could be acquired in unlimited quantities 
at the bank and, in addition, the Federal 
Reserve had a nasty habit of releasing bags 
of uncirculated rare-date and mintmark 
Morgans at Christmas time. Thirty years 
ago, Morgan dollars were among the few 
coins that ever dropped in Red Book value. 

Red Books published in the 1950s pre- 
sent clear evidence of contemporary col- 
lector interest in coinage of the 1909-34 
era (coins that were then 20-40 years old). 
Could history repeat itself? Have condi- 
tions developed tl^t could lead to renewed 
collector interest in circulating coinage? 
Are the 1980s numismatically similar to 
the 1940s? 

Now, more than 20 years after the intro- 
duction of modem clad coinage, is an ap- 
propriate time to question, 'Ts it tme there 
is nothing interesting in circulation?" 


The Study 

Between March and August 1985 a study 
of circulated coins was conducted. Since 
1985 mintage figures were not available 
at the time, 1985-dated coins were disre- 
garded in the statistical analysis. 

The first step was to scientifically de- 
fine the minimum sample size needed to 
yield statistically significant results. Since 
the Lincoln Memorial series contains 54 
issues (excluding small dates, double dies 
and proof-only issues), at least 54 coins 
would have to be sampled to complete 
one set. Thus, the number of issues com- 
prising a series is the mathematical min- 
imum set-fonning sample size." However, 
for obvious reasons, there is virtually no 
chance of assembling an entire set from 
only 54 randomly selected coins. 

A better estimate of the smallest sample 
from which one could hope to complete 
a set was made by considering mintage 
statistics. If a particular issue represents 
one percent of the entire mintage for a 
series, we would typically expect to find 
one example of this issue in every random 
sample of 100 coins, hence it is reasonable 
to assume that to uncover one set, at least 
100 coins would have to be examined. Di- 
viding the total number of coins in a series 
by the mintage of the lowest-mintage is- 
sue, gives the ''statistical minimum set- 
forming sample size." 

By applying the above formula to the 
Lincoln Memorial series — the total mint- 
age for the series (186,126,918,556) divid- 
ed by the mintage for the 1968-S cent 
(261,311,510, the lowest mintage issue of 
the series) — we found that the statistical

minimum set-forming sample size is 713. 
Thus, we could expect to find one 1968-S 
cent in a random sample of 713 cents 
minted between 1959 and 1985. 

Table 1 lists both the mathematical and 
statistical minimum set-forming sample 
size for each currently circulating denom- 
ination. The data implies that it should 
be difficult to assemble a set of Lincoln 
Memorial cents or Jefferson nickels; how- 
ever, the actual study conducted in 1985 
indicates that not only do these implica- 
tions prove true, but also that it is a for- 
midable task to put together a set of any 


of the currently circulating series. 

Using statistics in Table 1 as a guide- 
line, three 2,000-cent samples were ob- 
tained in early 1985 from three or more 
banks in each of the following areas: 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; San Antonio, 
Texas; and Roseville, California. 

An inspection of the data in Table 2, 
showing the distribution of issues within 
each sample, indicates that, contrary to 
popular opinion, it is not an easy matter 
to put together an entire set of Lincoln 
Memorial cents. Although almost three 
times the prescribed minimum number of

cents was surveyed, four issues — 1960-P, 
1969-P, 1971 -Sand 1972-S— were not found 
at all in the San Antonio sample. The most 
complete sets assembled from the Phila- 
delphia and Roseville samples were even 
more deficient — each contained just 47 of 
the 54 total issues (Table 3). 

The survey was continued to see how 
many coins would have to be screened to 
find one complete set of Lincoln Memori- 
al cents in the San Antonio area. Nearly 
two bags, or 10,000 cents, were examined 
before achieving the goal, thus further 
dispelling the popular belief that it is easy 
to assemble such a set. 

Note that although sufficient coin rolls 
were obtained to total 14,000 cents (three 
samples of 2,000 cents each, plus an ad- 
ditional 8,000 from San Antonio), slight- 
ly fewer cents actually were surveyed 
because of bank miscounts and the inclu- 
sion of a few Canadian coins. (The same 
applies to the samples of other denomina- 
tions.) Also found were 39 Wheat cents — 
1917, 1920-D, 1930-D, 1936, 1937, 1944 
(5 were found), 1944-D, 1945, 1945-D, 
1945-S, 1946 (3), 1946-D, 1946-S, 1948-D, 


1949, 1951-D (2), 1951-S, 1952, 1952-D, 
1953 (2), 1953-D, 1955-D (2), 1956, 1957, 
1957-D (2), 1958 (2) and 1958-D (2). 

Surveys of nickels, dimes, quarters and 
half dollars from three or more banks in 
San Antonio were conducted in the same 
manner. The statistical minimum set- 
forming sample size established for Jeffer- 
son nickels (1938-84) was 8,057 (Table 1). 
As it is virtually impossible to find a 
1950-D or 1939-D nickel in circulation, 
only 1,000 nickels were analyzed. Thus, 
it is not surprising that from the 1,000 
nickels in the relatively small sample, the 
most complete set lacked 58 of the 113 
issues in the series. Indeed, it wasn't even 
possible to put together one set of 1968-84 
nickels (Table 4). 

The study of 1,000-coin samples of 
Roosevelt dimes and Washington quarters 
turned up some surprises. Statistically, 
about six sets of each series should have 
been found, but only two sets of each were 
completed (Tables 1 and 4). The years ap- 
pear to be taking their toll on the clad 
dime and quarter issues. Similarly, while 
it should be possible to put together about

five sets of Kennedy half dollars from the 
1,000 surveyed, not one complete set was 
obtained (Tables 1 and 4). 

The area in which coins were procured 
is an important variable. For example, 
while the 1981-84 mintage figures for P 
and D cents are quite similar, the ratios 
of D to P cents collected in San Antonio 
are the reverse of ratios for those collected 
in the Philadelphia area (Table 2). The in- 
fluence of locality is apparent in all series 


studied and is a particularly important fac- 
tor for half dollars. 

For the cent through quarter denomina- 
tions, the ratio of P to D coins of a given 
year decreases as the coins become older. 
Table 5 shows how the percentage of 
coins in San Antonio that were struck in 
Philadelphia increases with time, indicat- 
ing that coins diffuse from 'T country" 
into "D country" and vice versa. This 
does not appear to be true for half dollars. 
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which do not circulate as freely as the 
smaller denominations. 

The most difficult half dollars to find 
in the San Antonio area were low mintage 
issues from the 1980s — 1980-P, 198 1-P, 
1982-P, 1983-P and 1984-P. Not one of 
these surfaced in the survey. (Collectors 
residing in the Philadelphia area would 
probably have a similar problem locating 
Denver-minted half dollars of the 1980s.) 

Past Patterns 

How does the present distribution of 
circulating coinage compare to that noted 
in the past? In 1940 David D. Levey con- 
ducted a survey of a sample of cents drawn 
from a Denver bank, the results of which, 
fortunately, were published in the Sep- 
tember 1940 issue of Numismatic Scrap- 
book. The Wheat cent series was then 31 
years old, just 5 years older than the Lin- 
coln Memorial series reported here. 

Table 6 shows the frequency of the 
scarcer cent issues encountered by Levey 
in 1940, juxtaposed with modem counter- 
parts determined by our 1985 cent survey. 
For comparison, 1985 figures (from Table 
5) were doubled to compensate for the dif- 
ference in sample size between the 1940 
study (20,100 examined) and 1985 study 
(9,890 examined). 

For several Lincoln Memorial cent is- 
sues, the number found in the current 
study is similar to the number of 1909-S 
VDB and 1914-D cents found in 1940. For 
example, four bags of cents from the San 
Antonio area should yield only two 
1969-Ps, about the same as the number of 
1909-S VDB, 1909-S and 1914-D cents 
Levey drew from the Denver bank. (Al- 
though the figures are not shown here, 
calculating a statistical minimum set- 
forming sample size for Wheat cents in 
1940 showed that the distribution Levey 
observed for the 1909-S VDB is close to

the theoretical expectation.) 

Other currently circulating cents, such 
as the 1963-P, 1968-S and 1972-S, are as 
difficult to find now as an Indian Head 
cent was 46 years ago. Numismatically, 
then, things are not much different now 
than they were in 1940, when collectors 
found it worthwhile to search for inter- 
esting dates and mintmarks. Perhaps it's 
time to start checking your change again!

larger than a U.K. crown. Mintage is lim- 
ited to 2,500 silver, 500 piedfort and 75 
gold proofs. 

The silver proof sells for US$34.95 and 
the piedfort proof for $69.95 from the 
British Royal Mint (the gold proof has 
been sold out). 

BERMUDA 

1986 Proof Set Struck in Base Metal 

The British Royal Mint has stmck 4,000 
1986 proof sets for the Bermuda Monetary 
Authority, consisting of coins in denom- 
inations of 1, 5, 10, 25 and 50 cents, $1 
and $5. The common obverse of the legal- 
tender pieces features Raphael Maklouf's 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth II. 

First introduced in 1983, the $5 features 
a map of Bermuda together with the well- 
known Bermuda onion, once the mainstay 
of the islands' economy. The $1 shows the 
rare cahow bird in flight, and the 50 cents 
carries a portion of the Bermudian coat- 
of-arms — the wreck of the ship Sea Ven- 
ture, which foundered on the islands in 
1609 with the first British settlers, and the 
motto QUO FATA FERUNT ("wherever 
fate leads"). 

The 25 cents features the longtail bird 
in flight; 10 cents, the Easter lily,- 5 cents, 
the angel fish; and the 1-cent piece por- 
trays the wild Bermuda hog, which first 
appeared 350 years ago on the islands' first 
coinage, known as "Flogge money." 

Contained in a red Morocco leather case, 
the set sells for US$45 from the British 
Royal Mint. 



Crown Commemorates 
Finance Conference 
To commemorate the Commonwealth 
Finance Ministers Conference in the Re- 
public of the Maldives in October 1985, 
the British Royal Mint struck a proof ster- 
ling 100-rufiyaa piece featuring on its 
obverse the Maldives coat-of-arms, with 
a reverse showing a mosque and the in- 
scription COMMONWEALTH FINANCE 
MINISTERS MEETING and 1-2 OCTOBER 
1985. Priced at US$39.75, the 28.3g piece, 
limited to a mintage of 500, is available 
from the British Royal Mint. 



AUSTRALIA 

Bullion Depicts Nuggets 
Australia joined the bullion coin mar- 
ket on September 1 with the introduction 
of four gold pieces. Unlike other bullion, 
the Australian pieces carry names and 
designs that allude to the country's gold- 
prospecting history. 

A 1 -ounce piece bears the name and ren- 
dering of the "Welcome Stranger" gold 
nugget, which, at 2,520 troy ounces, is the 
world's largest alluvial nugget, while a 
^ 2 -ounce piece depicts the 720-ounce 
"Hand of Faith" nugget, currently dis- 
played at the Gold Nugget Saloon in Las 
Vegas. A ^4 -ounce piece shows the 1,238- 
ounce "Golden Eagle" nugget, and a Vio- 
ounce piece features the 330-ounce "Lit- 
tle Hero" nugget. The common obverse 
depicts Queen Elizabeth II.

LITHUANIA 

Christianization Commemorated 
To celebrate the 600th anniversary of 
the Christian conversion of Lithuania, a 
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UNITED STATES 



commemorative medal, designed by Lith- 
uanian sculptor Vytautus Kasuba, has been 
issued by Lithuanian Christianity Jubilee, 
Inc. and stmck by Medallic Art Company. 
Christianity actually spread to Lithuania 
in three phases. In 1251, King Mindaugas 
adopted the faith, followed by a small 
number of Lithuanian converts. But Chris- 
tianity was not firmly established until 
1387, when, through the efforts of Grand 
Duke Jogaila, the highland region of the 
country joined the Christian community. 
Grand Duke Vytautas completed the proc- 
ess in 1413 by bringing the Lithuanian 
lowlands into the Christian fold. 

The obverse depicts profile busts of 
Mindaugas, Jogaila and Vytautas, together 
with the dates 1251, 1387 and 1413. The 
reverse shows the Vilnius Cathedral and 
Bell Tower, along with the titles and hon- 
ors accorded the three leaders by the Ho- 
ly See during the country's conversion.

Of Tortoises and Hares 


Are you a coin collector, an investor 
or are you something in between? In re- 
cent years, the investment aspect of 
coins has captured the limelight, but 
this was not always so. Turn back the 
calendar 30 years— to 1956— and you 
will find that investment literature was 
sparse. To be sure, investment wasn't 
overlooked; scattered references could 
be found in articles and dealer advertise- 
ments. However, for most of us, invest- 
ment was something that was taken for 
granted — a nice "plus" that served as a 
reward when a collection, gathered over 
a period of years, was liquidated. 

Several dealers made a specialty of 
serving investors. Perhaps the most col- 
orful of these was Sol Kaplan, the Cin- 
cinnati dealer who, some may remem- 
ber, set up a chalkboard in a prominent 
place at conventions and listed bid /ask 
prices for proof sets. More than any oth- 
er person, Sol probably contributed to 
the rise in proof set prices, which peaked 
and then collapsed in 1957 (most of us 
now would love to buy proof sets at 
peak 1957 prices). 

In 1958 I personally created the first 
monthly coin-investment program, hav- 
ing realized that many people who were 
buying proof sets, bank-wrapped rolls of 
coins, and other pieces as investments 
might provide a periodic market for un- 
circulated and proof Liberty nickels. 
Mercury dimes and other scarce, early 
specimens. As far as I know, this was 
the first such program in numismatics. 
Also at my doorstep can be laid the first 
numismatic investment newsletter, the 
Empire Investors Report, which came 


out in 1963 and carried the following 
preface to the initial issue. 

No doubt about it — coins have be- 
come a major investment medium dur- 
ing the past few years. Until recently, 
most of the profits for investing in 
coins have gone only to coin collec- 
tors. Recent publicity in articles and 
advenisements concerning the invest- 
ment angle of coins has opened the 
field to thousands of new investors. 

In Los Angeles, one prominent ad- 
visor recommends that his clients 
consider rare coins in addition to real 
estate, securities, etc. In Switzerland, 
Zurich's Bank Leu maintains a rare 
coin department, as do several other 
banks in that city. Reliable reports in- 
form us that a number of United States 
insurance companies have made a be- 
giiming in coin investment. 

What is behind the investment in- 
terest in coins? The appreciation in 
price of collectors' items, art and 
Americana is no secret to anyone who 
reads magazines or newspapers. A 
painting selling for $75,000, $200,000 
or even $500,000 is commonplace and 
today would attract no more than pass- 
ing notice. In another field, stamps 
have brought high prices for years. 
The knowledge that a certain stamp 
of British Guiana is worth about 
$50,000 was commonplace informa- 
tion about five to ten years ago. 

Coins have a long way to go to 
catch up with these figures. The po- 
tential is largely untapped. Until re- 
cent years the field of coins was neg- 
lected. The hobby and investment 
potential aspect was known only to 
30,000 to 50,000 people, and even this 
may be a large estimate. 
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Back then — and I feel the same way 
now — I believed that the best way to in- 
vest was to become a collector. I don't 
claim to have started a trend toward 
coin investment, for the idea was hard- 
ly new. Indeed, numismatic literature 
of the 19th century refers to items such 
as a "comer in 1858 proof sets" and the 
speculative rise and subsequent fall in 
the price of medals pertaining to George 
Washington, not to overlook editorial 
comments in The Numismatist con- 
cerning the desirability, or lack thereof, 
of investing in 1893 Isabella quarters. 

In the early years of the 20th century, 
well before I was bom, Wayte Raymond 
suggested to his clients that most col- 
lectors set about their pursuit of the 
hobby for aesthetic reasons but that the 
average collector was quite pleased if, 
upon selling his coins, he realized a nice 
profit. Of course, there was the great 
investment-speculation commemora- 
tive craze that began in the fall of 1935 
and peaked toward the end of 1936. 

When I created that monthly invest- 
ment program and investment newslet- 
ter, I had no idea that years later, in 
1986, there would be dozens of newslet- 
ters and monthly programs! Even more 
remote from my way of thinking back 
then would have been the idea that in 
1986 investment would be the tail that 
wags the dog — that collectors in many 
instances would be driven into hiding! 

It is probably correct to say that the 
investor has dominated the market from 
1978 through the peak of the market in 
1979-80 to recent times. My oft-stated 
philosophy that one should be a collec- 
tor first and an investor second — and 
that if a collection is tended well, the in- 
vestment aspect will take care of itself 
— has been trampled in the dust. Invest- 
ment should be engaged in for the sake 
of investment alone, many have stated. 

Yet I find it curious that when those 
who are engaged solely in the field of 
coin investment (and who are not col- 
lectors or, if they are commercial en- 
tities, do not service collectors) point to 
records of investment success, it is al- 
most always the experiences of past col- 
lectors that are cited. 


How often have I heard that Louis 
Eliasberg, the famous Baltimore collec- 
tor who stated that he spent just over 
$200,000 assembling his collection, was 
able to build a holding worth many 
times that amount? In fact, I had the 
privilege of selling the gold portion of 
his collection for $12,400,000 in 1982. 

The relationship between the collec- 
tor and investor may be likened to the 
old story of the tortoise and the hare. 
The investor, or hare, is more spectac- 
ular and gets more space in print, but, 
historically, the greatest profits have 
gone to collectors. Over the course of 
many years, I have sold thousands of 
properties for various consignors. With- 
out exception, to my knowledge, each 
and every old-time collection I have 
handled has yielded a tremendous prof- 
it to its owner. On the other hand, var- 
ious investment holdings purchased 
last year and offered for sale this year 
are apt to show a profit only for the 
dealers involved, not for the collectors. 

Monetary considerations and track 
records aside, there are other reasons for 
being a collector first and an investor 
second. The collector is able to enjoy 
the many pleasures that numismatics 
offers — the opportunity to study the 
history of coins and to contemplate 
their romance; the chance to fraternize 
with fellow collectors; and the oppor- 
tunity to incorporate a hobby into one's 
life — which can provide social, mental 
and financial rewards. 

As I see it, the situation has not 
changed much over the years. I have 
every expectation that someone enter- 
ing the hobby this year who carefully 
forms a collection, builds a library along 
the way and becomes involved in the 
hobby will, upon selling his collection 
years from now, make a nice profit. On 
the other hand, someone entering nu- 
mismatics purely as an investor — per- 
haps attracted by an advertisement 
such as one I saw the other day that sug- 
gested a particular item would triple in 
value in the next 12 months — is virtual- 
ly certain to find disappointment. To 
paraphrase a popular expression, ''col- 
lecting is where it's at!"

Concerns About Weak 

The details present or lacking in coin 
designs have long been the subject of 
adoration and concern among numis- 
matists. Of course, sometimes the rea- 
sons for concern are unfounded. Often 
I have had to assure novices that if most 
or all of an issue shows a particular 
characteristic, that characteristic usual- 
ly is not detrimental to the desirability 
of the coin in question. 

For example, many beginning coin 
collectors or investors mistakenly as- 
sume the concave or flat-breasted re- 
verses on silver dollars issued in 1878 
are a problem. Actually, the majority of 
1878 dollars intentionally were struck 
with that reverse design. The next year, 
1879, convex reverses were the norm, 
which causes problems for novices when 
they compare reverses on 1878 silver 
dollars with those struck later. 

Another similar problem occurs when 
beginning collectors compare the de- 
tails of Franklin proof half dollars struck 
before and after 1956. In mid- 1956 a 
slight design change was effected, and 
collectors who compare issues of, say, 
1954 with those of 1958 often are dis- 
satisfied with the details present on 
pre-1956 issues. After discovering that 
all coins stmck before the design change 
have the same amount of detail, their 
concerns usually are relieved. If not, I 
suggest they collect only issues struck 
after 1956. 

Sometimes weakness or lack of detail 
can enhance the collectability or value 
of an issue. Examples of note include 
the ''three-legged" Buffalo nickel, the 
1922 "no D" cent and the "no S" proofs 
of the past two decades. But, in general, 
weakness of detail reduces the desira- 
bility and value of a coin. Details that 
are softly impressed during coining re- 
sult in a "weak strike," because of die 
problems or imperfect striking. 

The term "weakly struck" often is 
improperly used as a catchall phrase to

describe the myriad reasons why a coin 
lacks the detail typically found in its 
design. The term is particularly inap- 
I propriate in cases where an entire years' 
issue shows a characteristic weakness 
or the weakness of detail is not even 
I strike related. 

Causes of a lack of appropriate detail 
in certain coins include: 

Worn hubs or dies. Hubs and the dies 
they produce can lose detail because of 
wear caused by extended use. Worn hubs 
or dies result in coins with detail lack- 
ing in devices that correspond to shal- 
low areas of the dies or hubs. 

Improper striking pressure. Occasion- 
I ally too little pressure is applied during 
the striking process, resulting in weak- 
I ness of detail corresponding to the deep- 
est parts of a die, such as the hair above 
Liberty's ear on a Morgan dollar. 

Improper annealing. The annealing 
process used to soften planchets, if im- 
properly performed, can result in extra- 
I hard planchets, causing coins not to 
1 strike up as intended, 
j Changes in die desi^. In certain se- 
j ries, minute changes in die design or 
relief resulted in better detail on the 
j coin. Already mentioned were the Frank- 
I lin half-dollar proofs,- another example 
is the Robinson- Arkansas commemora- 
tive. The eagle side of this issue has de- 
tail not found on the eagle of the Arkan- 
sas half dollar. 

Die basining. Basining — the process 
of polishing the field of a die to maxi- 
mize metal flow dur^ striking — as- 
sures maximum detail from striking. 
However, basining, if done improperly, 
can actually cause a lack of detail. 

Overpolishing. Polishing is required 
at various times in the life of a die. 
However, details can be lost through 
too much polishing, resulting in coins 
that lack part of their design. 

"Stnick-throughs." Coins that are 
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struck with grease or other foreign ma- 
terial on their surfaces can show design 
loss at the site of the contaminant. 

Improperly designed or matched dies. 
If a deep-rehef obverse die is matched 
with a deep-relief reverse die (as is the 
1921 Peace dollar), metal flow might 
not be sufficient to fill all the devices 
of both dies. 

Modem minting problems. In mod- 
em dual or quad presses (in which two 
or four die-pairs operate in one unit), an 
improper thickness of planchets or for- 
eign material entering a die chamber 
can result in one die-pair not coming 
together as it should. Should this occur, 
all other die-pairs will exhibit the same 
effect — weakly detailed coins. 

Now that we've examined some of 
the causes of "weakly stmck" coins, 
let's look at issues that typically are 
found with weak strike. Remember, the 
more a weak strike becomes the norm, 
the less of a problem it is in the mind 
of a professional. In fact, many profes- 
sionals love to buy weakly struck coins 
such as these at discoimt prices, even 
though no discount is appropriate.

$1 gold, type n. On both the 1854 and 
1855 issues, especially the latter, the 
"LL" and "55" are wealdy stmck on the 
reverse. The middle digits are nonexist- 
ent on some specimens. 

$1 gold, type III. The 1856 and 1857 
issues are occasionally seen with very 
weak strikes on the upper half of the 
coin and can be weakly stmck in gen- 
eral (the same applies to the 1874 issue). 
Post- 1874 pieces usually are well stmck. 

$2V2 Liberty. The Classic Head se- 
ries, especially 1836 and 1837 issues, 
are softly stmck in the center, and, 
aside from the 1838 and 1839 dates, the 
earlier dates almost never are well 
stmck up in the hair curls. Among the 
weakly struck dates are 1853, 1856, 
1857-S, 1859-S, 1867-S, 1869-S and 1876-S 
in the earlier series. Most coins of the 
1880s, '90s and 1900s are well stmck. 

$2V2 Indian. The 1910, 1914-D and 
1925-D issues almost always show a 
weak strike. Although most people 
think that the 1908 is weakly stmck, 
the fact is that the reverse die actually 
was never prepared with full feathers, 
and, in contrast to later dates, appears 
very soft. 

$3 gold. The 1854 issue is almost 
always weakly stmck below LIBERTY, 
even on mint-state specimens, and the 
bow and ribbon on the reverse very of- 
ten are weakly stmck. Almost all S- 
mint $3 pieces are weakly stmck. 

$4 Stella. Stellas generally are well 
stmck, though many show adjustment 
marks across the center of the coin. 
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$5 Liberty. Same comments as those 
for the SlVi Liberty pieces. As with the 
$1 and SlVi coins, the Charlotte and 
Dahlonega coins are weakly stmck, al- 
though somewhat less so in the $5 de- 
nomination. The 1854-0, 1855-0, 1867-S, 
1869-S, 1873-CC, 1875-CC and the 
1884-CC generally are weakly struck. 

$5 Indian. The 1909-0, 1910-S, 1912-S 
and 1915-S issues usually are encoun- 
tered with weak strikes (again, as with 
the $2.50 piece, the 1908 reverse die 
was not prepared with full tail feathers). 

$10 Liberty. Dates weakly struck at 
least 50 percent of the time are 1841-0, 
18440, 1847-0, 1848-0, 1851-0, 1852-0, 
1854-0, 1861-S, 1862-S, 1864-S, 1868-S, 
1873-S, 1874-S, 1880-S, 1883-S, 1888-S, 
1893-S, 1896-S, 1906-S and most pieces 
stmck by the Carson City Mint. 

$20 Liberty. Most of the O-mint coins 
are not fully stmck up. Because of the 
design of type I and II pieces, not as 
much detail or relief appears as is evi- 
dent, for example, on a 1904 specimen 
(however, this is because of die design, 
not striking inadequacies). 

Many pieces exhibit weakness on the 
tail feathers below the shield. Philadel- 
phia Mint pieces that rarely are seen ful- 
ly stmck include 1878, 1888, 1902, 
1905 and 1906. In contrast, the 1894-P 
generally shows a nice, full strike. 


$20 Saint-Gaudens. The 1907 and 
1908 often are weakly stmck, while the 
1912-P, 1913-P, 1920-S, 1924-D and 
1927-S often are not fully stmck up (the 
latter dates are not quite as softly stmck 
as the 1907 and 1908). 

Market Update 

September 29, 1986 

With the increase in precious metal 
prices (gold, $427; silver, $5.61), bullion- 
related coins, such as MS-60 and MS-63 
U.S. gold, are hot once again. 

MS-63 U.S. commemoratives remain 
active while higher-grade issues con- 
tinue to soften. MS-64 and MS-65 silver 
dollars appear to have stabilized at low- 
er levels. High-grade dollars in MS-66 
are bid at $1,100 and MS-67 dollars at 
$2,000. Rolls of silver coins in uncircu- 
lated condition remain stable, but in- 
creased silver levels have resulted in a 
little pressure. 

Although the strengthening of the 
type-coin market failed to fully mate- 
rialize, collector demand remains good 
for uncirculated type coins. 

Silver proof sets dated 1961-63 are 
again in demand, bidding at $15 each. 
Modem issues, such as George Washing- 
ton half dollars, actively are sought at 
higher levels. BU Lincoln cents from the 
'40s and '50s are showing signs of life, 
with isolated dates bringing higher bids.

Understanding Related-Party Loss Rules 


Tax law denies recognition of related- 
party losses because dishonest taxpay- 
ers could avail themselves of ample 
opportunities to fabricate tax benefits 
from sham transactions between fami- 
ly members. Even an otherwise genuine 
loss is not deductible if it results from 


a sale between husband and wife, parent 
and child, brother and sister, or a stock- 
holder and his controlled corporation. 

However, when claiming a loss on 
the sale of property (especially numis- 
matic investments) provides little or no 
tax benefit, the related-party loss rules 
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can give some relief. This situation 
might be experienced by a numismatic 
''investor" who is in a low tax bracket 
or already has capital losses in excess 
of the $3,000 limit. (Tax law limits cap- 
ital-loss deduction to $3,000 per year.) 

For example, in 1982 Edward John- 
son, an investor in a low tax bracket, 
acquired coins at a cost of $60,000. Be- 
cause of a temporary recession in the 
economy, the coins declined in value to 
approximately $35,000. Edward is con- 
fident that, in time, the coins will re- 
cover their value, but he can't wait — 
he needs cash now. 

Idea: sell the coins to his son Roger, 
who is in a high tax bracket. Result: Ed- 
ward receives $35,000 from the sale, 
giving him the cash he needs. The re- 
lated-party rule prevents him from 
claiming a tax loss; however, because 
he is a low-bracket taxpayer, the capital 
loss, if allowable, would not have pro- 
vided a significant tax benefit. 

The good news: eventually, when son 
Roger sells the coins, any appreciation 
up to $25,000 (the amount of the orig- 


inal loss) will be tax-free. Thus, in this 
intra-family sale, the low-bracket father 
will be prevented from claiming a 
$25,000 capital loss, but the high- 
bracket son gains a potential $25,000 
tax-free appreciation. 

Tax Queries 

Q. In a divorce settlement, what's the 
best way to handle appreciated coins 
held by a collector if the court requires 
all property to be divided between a 
husband and wife? Should the husband 
give half of the coins to his wife or should 
he sell them and give her the money? 

A. My answer to this question depends 
upon whether I am talking to the wife 
or the husband. I would advise the hus- 
band to give the coins directly to his 
wife. Then, when she eventually sells 
them, she would pay the tax on the 
gain. However, I'd give the opposite ad- 
vice to the wife, suggesting that her 
husband sell the coins and give her the 
money from the sale. Then he would 
have to pay the tax on the gain.

The increased popularity of coin collecting — both as a hobby and an investment — has made 
consumers painfully aware that they should exercise caution in any transaction in which 
misrepresentation could alter the value of a numismatic item. In an attempt to educate 
consumers, Kenneth Bressett, chairman of the ANA Mediation Committee, offers the follow- 
ing comments in response to questions about advertised claims. 


''Creation" of Rare Coins 

File #120 

One of the most clever promotional 
schemes in use today seems to have 
gone unnoticed by many collectors and 
dealers — the "creation" of a new set of 
"rare" coins by the promotion of a new 
grade of condition. Traditionally, the 
value of a coin appreciates because of 
availability, demand and quality. Under 
normal conditions, the supply of any 
given coin obviously does not change 
much. Although economic conditions, 
promotions and fads can affect demand. 


Poses Dangerous Threat 

quahty rarely changes; high-grade pieces 
are always desirable. 

Now it seems these traditional pat- 
terns are subject to change, and herein 
lies the reason why old-fashioned coin 
investing doesn't always work like it 
once did. One of the major differences 
is that a set of "rare" coins can be cre- 
ated by simply promoting a demand for 
a new grade of condition. The MS-64 
grade is a perfect example — through 
promotional techniques a tier of rare 
and desirable coins has been added 
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to the investor's want list. 

Creating rare coins is an obvious dan- 
ger, as is the ability to shift demand for 
coins from one area to another. Some- 
thing seems unnatural about collecting 
coins on the basis of a specific grade of 
condition, regardless of rarity, demand, 
artistry or historical value. This situa- 
tion is particularly dangerous when that 
specific grade is ill-defined and even sub- 
ject to disputed interpretation or change. 

The quest for a perfect coin, or an in- j 
vestment in coins of a certain high level 
of condition, seems to be a tenuous pur- 
suit at best. As long as people believe i 
in and enjoy collecting "condition," the j 
system will continue to work and be 
profitable for investors. 

File #121 

An ad somewhat similar to #116, | 
which was described in last month's 
column, appeared in a national news- 
paper, offering a set of Lincoln cents in 
a special holder. However, the similar- 
ities end there, for the price is relative- 
ly high and this ad cannot deliver on its 
exaggerated claims. Purchasers of this 
set ultimately will be disappointed. 

The offering purports to be a collec- 
tion of Lincoln Memorial cents struck 
in copper, with specimens from all 
three mints, dated 1959 through 1982. 

A total of 42 brilliant uncirculated 
pieces, housed in a special holder, can 
be yours for "the surprisingly low price 
of $14.95." Somehow, every time 1 
count the copper cents in this series 1 
come up with 52 rather than 42 pieces. 
That fact makes this a rather undesira- 
ble, incomplete set, hardly the "family 
heirloom" that the ad describes. What's 
more, a complete set usually can be pur- 
chased for about $6. 

The offensive part of this ad is the 
statement that "these sets may prove to 
be one of the wisest purchases you've 
ever made," along with the implication 
that banks have paid up to 150 percent 
of face value for copper cents because 
they were so scarce. The ad did contain 
at least one good laugh, stating the near 
impossibility of assembling such a set of 
brilliant uncirculated coins from circula- 
tion pieces. 
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Authenticating SlVi Gold 

Determining the authenticity of United 
States $2V2 Indian gold pieces has puzzled 
collectors and dealers alike for many years. 

A major problem is the incuse Indian de- 
sign, because its genuine (and counterfeit) 
characteristics are often hidden and not 
as prominent as those of other designs. 

Because of high striking pressure, most 
die polish is removed from the dies within 
a few strikes; therefore, clear die flow 
should be present on genuine pieces. Par- 
ticular attention should be focused on the 
back of the Indian's neck, which, on coun- 
terfeit specimens, lacks die flow and often 
is tooled. The photographs below should 
help take the mystery out of authenticat- 
ing this challenging series. — LA

Milwaukee Board Meeting Highlights 


The ANA Board of Governors met in 
four sessions preceding and during the 
95th Anniversary Convention in Milwau- 
kee, August 6-10. In attendance were Pres- 
ident Florence Schook; Vice President 
Stephen R. Taylor; Governors Bill Fivaz, 
David L. Ganz, Kenneth L. Hallenbeck, 
Arthur M. Kagin, Kurt R. Krueger and 
Robert Medlar; Treasurer Adna G. Wilde 
Jr.; General Coimsel George D. Hatie,- 
Executive Director Ruthann Brettell; As- 
sistant to the Executive Director Gary 
Gowen; Editor N. Neil Harris; Controller 
Robert D. Binz; and Secretary to the Board 
Judy Padgett. 

Disciplinary Action 

A number of actions were taken in ac- 
cordance with provisions of the Bylaws. 
The Board voted to suspend three mem- 
bers and expel eight. The names of these 
members and the reasons for such action 
will appear in the “Membership Report “ 
in a future issue of The Numismatist. 

ANA Bylaws 

The Board of Governors unanimously 
passed a motion by Governor David Ganz 
recommending that Article HI, Section 
3(a) of the Bylaws be amended by striking 
the words ''violating the Bylaws of the As- 
sociation" and "failing to respond to offi- 
cial correspondence of the Association," 
and replacing the latter with "failing to 
respond to a complaint pursuant to Sec- 
tion 4 of this Article." 

Also passed was a second motion by 
Ganz directing the General Counsel to 
prepare an amendment to the Bylaws giv- 
ing the Executive Director the authority 
to bring about a complaint against a mem- 
ber so that the matter might be dealt with 
accordingly. 

Resolutions 

Six members of the Board (Criswell and 
Medlar absent) voted to accept the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

RESOLVED: That the ANA Board of 

Directors recognizes the right of every

dealer to sell his stock in a manner con- 
sistent with his expressed views and 
consistent with the member/dealer code 
of ethics, but that we deplore firms or 
persons who sell overgraded material; 
train salespersons to hype rare coins but 
do not train them in rare numismatol- 
ogy, without any intent to accomplish 
anything other than reach out to non- 
sophisticated persons in rare coins and 
motivate them to buy. 

RESOLVED: That the American Nu- 
mismatic Association create a task force 
for the purpose of designing a compre- 
hensive program for the seli-regulation 
of the coin industry by the participants 
in the industry, which program is to in- 
clude mechanisms for the estabhshment 
of a self-regulatory body to enforce and 
mandate adherence to rules and regula- 
tions created by the task force. 

Membership 

In accordance with a motion by Gov- 
ernor Bill Fivaz, the Board unanimously 
agreed to create a "business" membership 
designation and appointed a committee to 
study its implementation. This designa- 
tion will not be a separate category, but 
rather is to be used in conjunction with 
regular, life or associate memberships.

The Board of Governors concurred with 
a motion by Ganz that the ANA should 
estabhsh, implement and maintain a com-

puterized system for the purpose of sort- 
ing, indexing and disseminating informa- 
tion on numismatic thefts (Criswell and 
Medlar absent). If no significant progress 
has been made by law enforcement agen- 
cies within 60 to 90 days, the ANA may 
do whatever it feels is necessary to expe- 
dite matters. 

Grading 

At a pre-convention meeting, held June 
28 in Colorado Springs, the Board agreed 
to add six new coin grades for mint state 
condition to the five already in use: MS- 
61, 62, 64, 66, 68 and 69. It was decided 
that these grades would not be used on 
certificates until coins representative of 
the new grades could be added to ANACS' 
reference collection. 

Further, the Board earmarked $15,000 
for the purchase of coins in these grades 
for sets of five major series: Morgan and 
Peace dollars. Walking Liberty half dol- 
lars, Mercury dimes, Saint-Gaudens $20 
gold pieces, and commemoratives. (At a 
meeting held in Salt Lake City during the 
ANA'S 1986 midwinter convention, the 
Board approved a $30,000 expenditure for 
the purchase of specimens for sets repre- 
senting the MS-60, 63, 65 and 67 grades.) 

During board meetings in Milwaukee, 
a grading panel was appointed to oversee 
formation of the grading sets and was 
given final authority to approve those 
coins chosen. Comprising the panel is 
AN ACS Director Richard Montgomery, 


spokesperson for the ANA; Steele Eunson 
and Ron Howard, who represent the deal- 
er community; and Tom DeLorey and 
Governor Bill Fivaz, who represent the 
collector faction. 

The Board also authorized up to $10,000 
to cover the cost of exploring the possi- 
bility of initiating a computerized grad- 
ing system. A research and development 
committee, chaired by Governor Medlar, 
will work with Richard Montgomery and 
Assistant to the Executive Director Gary 
Gowen to investigate the feasibility of 
such a system. 

Conventions 

By secret ballot, auction rights for the 
1988 convention in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
were granted to Heritage Numismatic 
Auctions, which offered to compensate 
the ANA "with the greater of $290,000, 
or 6 percent of the aggregate hammer 
price of the lots consigned by independent 
consignors in excess of $2 million, up to 
a maximum compensation amount of 
$400,000." Named as alternate auctioneer 
was Kagin's Numismatic Auctions, Inc. 

Approved by seven members of the 
Board (Hallenbeck opposed) was a motion 
that invitations to bid for ANA conven- 
tion auctions include a statement explain- 
ing that the standard ANA auction is 
limited to 3,500 lots,* any auction in 
excess of this amount will be assessed a 
$50 fee per lot, exclusive of ANA lots. 
These fees will be considered in addition 
to the bid. 

It was unanimously passed that to op- 
erate bourse tables at an ANA conven- 
tion, all dealers and their assistants are re- 
quired to be ANA members. Each dealer 
may work with one other independent 
ANA dealer and no more than four assist- 
ants (excluding family members), who 
must oe employed by the dealer and wear 
badges identifying them as such. Family 
members who are not on the firm's pay- 
roll are allowed to work behind the table, 
provided they, too, hold membership 
(those 1 1 years of age and younger need 
not be ANA members). 

A motion offered by Criswell regarding 
bourse applicants for the midwinter con- 
vention in Charlotte was accepted by 
seven members of the Board (Ganz op- 
posed). The proposal stipulates that ap- 
plications from members with five or 
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more stars would be accepted, while those 
with fewer than five stars would be con- 
sidered alternates. 

The Board of Governors named Bruce 
Stowe as General Chairman for the Cin- 
cinnati convention in 1988. Tabled until 
the next board meeting was a motion to 
accept Houston, Texas, as the site of the 
1993 anniversary convention. 

Also passed was a motion requiring the 
executive director to include a clause in 
the contract signed with the official con- 
vention hotel that prohibits the hotel 
from leasing or giving away any space that 
would conflict directly or indirectly with 
the ANA convention or its functions. 

1891 Club 

Five members of the Board (Fivaz, 
Krueger, Medlar opposed) voted to raise 
the cost of 1891 Club membership from 
$91 to $189.10. Scheduled to take effect 
in February 1987, the increase was sug- 
gested because plans for the ANA's cen- 
tennial celebration in 1991 are proving 
more costly than originally anticipated. 


The Numismatist 

The Board accepted a proposal present- 
ed by Editor N. Neil Harris that provides 
for the addition of 16 editorial pages to the 
standard 224-page format of The Numis- 
matist. To facilitate production of these 
pages, the Board approved the hiring of an 
editorial secretary/assistant on a trial basis 
to assume clerical duties formerly carried 
out by the editor and his staff (Medlar 
opposed). 

In accordance with a motion unani- 
mously passed by the Board, elected of- 
ficials are no longer listed as top recruiters 
in the ''Membership Report" published 
monthly in The Numismatist. 


Miscellaneous 

The purchase of a penny elongating 
machine was approved for use at ANA 
conventions, with one die to be used 
exclusively at anniversary conventions 
and a second die to be used at midwinter 
conventions.

Plans Crystallizing for Jamaica Tour 


The ANA is plaiming a post-convention 
tour of the Caribbean island of Jamaica, 
scheduled for immediately after the 96th 
Anniversary Convention in Atlanta, Geor- 
gia, August 26-30, 1987.

A Salute to the Lady

1 have been told it's not polite to ask a 
lady her age, and I've heard that a woman 
stops telling her age when it starts telling 
on her. I had no cause for concern, though, 
with Genevieve Herdegen. She is proud 
of the fact that she now belongs to a very 
exclusive group — she is a centenarian! 

Mrs. Herdegen is a very special friend 
of the ANA. A Medal of Merit winner, she 
has made the largest individual donations 
to the ANA Museum. Following her hus- 
band's death in 1972, she directed that his 
extensive collection of world coinage be 


given to the museum. Valued at more 
than $600,000 at the time of receipt, the 
Robert T. Herdegen Collection would cost 
several million dollars to duplicate today. 

She celebrated her 100th birthday on 
August 30, 1986. The ANA helped ob- 
serve the occasion with a bouquet of bal- 
loons, a box of chocolates and the promise 
of a visit from ANA President Florence 
Schook. I had the good fortune to play 
navigator and accompany Florence on this 
"state" visit to Mrs. Herdegen's home 
near the shores of Lake Michigan. I had 
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In a moment of reminiscence, Genevieve Herde- 
gen recalls early years in the Motor City. 

been there before on several occasions; 
each visit is always looked forward to, 
greatly enjoyed, and pays a dividend of 
spending an entertaining hour or two with 
a very gracious host. 

On our post-birthday visit, we found Mrs. 
Herdegen reading letters of congratulation 
from third-graders at a Concord, Mich- 
igan, elementary school. Mrs. Herdegen 
was answering each letter individually. 
One particular note caught her fancy. 
'"When you were young," a student asked, 
"did you ride horses or camels?" 

In her lifetime, Mrs. Herdegen has wit- 
nessed the introduction of the automo- 
bile. When she moved to Detroit in 1914, 
she was one of the first women to receive 
a driver's license in the Motor City, and 
she continued driving until a few years 
ago. When she "retired from the wheel," 
she was one of the oldest drivers in the 
city. While Mrs. Herdegen remembers 
horses well, and is fond of reminiscing, 
her life has been entwined with the manu- 
facture of the automobile. 

Her husband, Robert, used to kid her, 
saying she had a "body by Fisher." He 
went so far as to have a coat-of-arms 
created for her, incorporating the Fisher 
coach along with crossed mops and pail 
(for housework), an oil can above water 
(for her ability to calm troubled waters) 
and a watering can (for her love of garden- 
ing). Below the shield, within a ribbon, a 
motto reflects Mrs. Herdegen to this day 
—SERVICE POUR TOUTS (service for all). 


Mrs. Herdegen actually was not of the 
body-by-Fisher line. (Her father was a pio- 
neer doctor catering to the medical needs 
of the early settlers of Wisconsin.) Never- 
theless, the Motor City was very much a 
part of her married life. Robert T. Herdegen 
was the founder and president of Domin- 
ion Forge Company, located across the river 
in Windsor, Ontario. He was an acquaint- 
ance of Henry Ford and produced automo- 
bile body parts for several manufacturers. 

Although Mr. Herdegen had been a col- 
lector for many years, he began to devote 
full time to the hobby after his retirement. 
His collection, among the finest ever as- 
sembled in the United States, contained 
the most complete array of U.S. fractional 
currency, including many specimens from 
the Colonel Green Collection. He also 
held such rarities as an 1804 silver dollar 
and an equally special 1921 half dollar of 
Canada. Although his American collec- 
tion rated among the best, Herdegen's par- 
ticular love was European coins, and this 
part of his collection forms the very base 
of the ANA'S holdings of world currency. 

Mr. Herdegen collected in a way that 
most collectors can only imagine. He 
would read a numismatic book and then 
attempt to purchase every item listed! He

was successful more often than not. ^'Mr. 
Herdegen's numismatic interests were 
varied/' says Robert Hoge, ANA museum 
curator, "but he was especially proud of 
his collection of crowns and thalers, con- 
sidered to be one of the most complete in 
the world. His interest stemmed from his 
early background — his parents were bom 
in Germany and settled in Milwaukee." 

To Mrs. Herdegen goes the credit for en- 
couraging her husband to collect. She, too, 
is a collector but did not compete with her 
husband. She took aim on Oriental ivory 
and gathered one of the finest collections 
of netsuke (small Japanese carved or in- 
laid toggles used to fasten purses to kimo- 
no sashes) and inro (small, tiered boxes, 
beautifully painted with lacquer and in- 
laid with mother-of-pearl, designed to 
store tobacco, medicines or confection- 
aries). Her acquisitions are complemented 
by an exquisite collection of intricately 
carved ivory flowers. Mrs. Herdegen's per- 
sonal collection rivaled that of her hus- 
band in scope and value. (Her collections 
are of museum quality and have been 
deeded to the City of Flint.) 

Mrs. Herdegen joked that even though 
she is older than the Statue of Liberty, it 
is the statue that had to be restored. And 
Miss Liberty cheated on her age a bit, 
too — the statue's centennial birthday was 
celebrated on the Fourth of July, several 
months shy of a century. (Miss Liberty was 
not 100 years old until October 28, two 
months after Mrs. Herdegen's birthday.) 

But the two great ladies do share some- 
thing in common. Jerome Remick, a Ca- 
nadian numismatic scholar, produced a 
medal depicting on one side the Statue of 
Liberty and on the other a centennial 
recognition of Mrs. Herdegen — truly two 
great ladies deserving of a salute.

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Unusual Experimental Blank Donated 

During the ANA's 95th Anniversary Convention in Milwaukee, dealers Gary Bur- 
hop of Memphis, Tennessee, and A1 fohnbrier of Bowie, Maryland, presented an in- 
teresting piece to the ANA Museum — an experimental blank made of a composition 
metal called ''magnimat," as submitted for consideration in 1978 to the U.S. House 
of Representatives' subcommittee on Historic Preservation and Coinage. At the time, 
the material was being considered for use in the proposed new Susan B. Anthony dollar. 
Magnimat, a pure nickel and copper-nickel alloy sandwich, was developed as a securi- 
ty metal by the West German firm VDM, which held the international rights.

setting an auction record for a United States silver coin. 

Pullen & Hanks subsequently sold the coin to Sam Colivita for a sum 
close to $500,000. It later passed through the hands of two anonymous 
collectors and was later consigned to auction.

This month’s guest contributor is Bill Grundy, a senior at Naperville North High School in Illi- 
nois. At age 11 Bill joined the Chicago Coin Club, which, he maintains, greatly encouraged his 
numismatic interests over the years. The following article was written as part of a course on 
ancient coins, which Bill took during the 1985 ANA Summer Seminar in Colorado Springs. 

The Coinage of Sicyon

Sicyon, or Sikyon (^'Cucumber Town"), 
was an ancient Greek city, located in 
Peloponnesus 10 miles northwest of Cor- 
inth. Supposedly founded by Aegialeus, 
son of the river god, Inachus, the city orig- 
inally was called Aegialeia, but later its 
name was changed to Sicyon by a king of 
that name. It was believed that Sicyon 
was where Prometheus brought the gift 
of fire to mankind and where the first sac- 
rifices to the gods were made. The city 
also is known as the birthplace of two 
famous sculptors— Polycletus, of the 
school of Argos, and Lysippus, official 
sculptor to Alexander the Great. 

The city did not suffer from the exter- 
nal influences that were so detrimental to 
other Greek cities. Thus, its coinage re- 
mained fairly stable and was produced 
abundantly from approximately 400 B.C. 
until the Roman conquest in 146 B.C. In 
fact, during that period Sicyon was the 
most numismatically productive city in 
Peloponnesus, which explains why many 
of its coins are extant today. 

As is the case with many Greek coins, 
those of Sicyon frequently incorporated 
symbolism in their designs. The mytho- 
logical chimera — a fire-breathing monster 
that was part lion, goat and serpent — was 
the symbol of Sicyon and is often depicted 
on the city's coinage. (According to 
legend, the chimera lived in Lycia until 
it was slain by the Achaean hero, Beller- 
ophon.) Another creature often portrayed 
on Sicyonian coinage is the dove, symbol 
of Aphrodite, the goddess of love, and of 
Apollo, Sicyon's chief deity. Because of 
his status, Apollo himself often appeared 
on the city's coins. 

Sicyonian coinage first appeared in the 
5th century B.C. but not in great quanti- 
ties. Seven types in five different denom- 
inations are known to have been minted 
during that period. All were silver and most 


carried pictures of the dove or chimera. 

However, sometime before 400 B.C., 
the production of coins in Sicyon began 
to increase. In the ensuing 80 years, 13 
types of silver coins were issued — 5 hemi- 
obols, 3 obols, 1 diobol, 2 triobols and 2 
drachms. Apollo appeared on many of 
these coins, as did the chimera and dove, 
all three of which were prevalent on Si- 
cyonian coins until the Roman conquest. 
Two examples of gold coins from this 
period are Imown, but their authenticity 
is doubtful. 



The chimera, a mythical fire-breathing beast, 
was a symbol of the Greek city of Sicyon. 


After the Lamian war of 322 B.C., Sicy- 
on came under the control of the Mace- 
donians. From 316 B.C. until 308 B.C., 
tetradrachms were struck in the city un- 
der the name of Alexander the Great. 
Twenty years later, Demetrius Poliorcetes 
of Macedon defeated Sicyon and moved 
most of the city's population to the Acrop- 
olis, where a more easily defended city, 
Demetrias, was built two miles from the 
Gulf of Corinth. Throughout this 20-year 
period, and continuing until 251 B.C., 
several types of bronze coins were minted 
in Sicyon. The coins were abundant and 
today are relatively common. 
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Silver hemidrachm of Sicyon, which measures 
IS.Smm, depicts a dove and the legendary 
chimera (4th century B.C.). 


In 251 B.C. Sicyon joined the Achaean 
League, a group of city-states that first 
banded together in 371 B.C. after the bat- 
tle of Leuctra. The league dissolved in 360 
B.C. but was reformed in 280 B.C. when 
two Achaean towns, Dyme and Patrae, 
freed themselves from Macedonia. It was 
then that the League began issuing the sil- 
ver and bronze coins that became the 
main currency of Peloponnesus. 

All 43 cities in the Achaean League 
agreed to use the same laws, weights, 
measures and coinage. Although Sicyon 
was the site of the League's mint and ap- 
pears to have used Achaean League coin- 
age, it did release four autonomous issues 
— one silver and three bronze. The silver 
coins of the Achaean League picture the 


head of Zeus on the obverse, while the re- 
verse features the Achaean monogram sur- 
rounded by local symbols, the names of 
the city and its magistrates, and a wreath. 

The bronze coins depict on the obverse 
the full figure of Zeus, leaning on a scepter 
and holding Nike, the goddess of victory. 
A seated figure (probably Demeter, god- 
dess of the earth), holding a wreath and 
resting on a scepter, occupies the reverse. 
(Zeus and Demeter were considered pro- 
tectors of the League and thus frequently 
appeared on coinage.) The bronze issues 
are more useful to historians than the 
silver coins because they usually bear the 
full names of the minting city and the 
Achaean League. 

After the Roman conquest in 146 B.C. , 
the League disbanded and minting in Si- 
cyon stopped. However, minting opera- 
tions began again during the time of Nero 
(c. A.D. 54) and continued until the reign 
of Geta, around A.D. 212.

1987 Young Numismatist Awards 


Florence M Schook, ANA president and 
chairwoman of the Young Numismatist 
Program, has announced that 13 awards 
will be presented at the ANA's 96th Anni- 
versary Convention in Atlanta in connec- 
tion with the Young Numismatist Pro- 
gram. These awards are sponsored by the 
ANA, affiliated organizations and individ- 
uals interested in encouraging the partic- 
ipation of youngsters in numismatics. The 
designated awards, together with the rules 
and qualifications for each, are as follows: 

Abe Kosoff Memorial Literary Award 
This award is presented to the Young 
Numismatist who writes the best essay 
or gives the best talk on a numismatic 
subject. Information may be gathered from 
original research or various sources, but 
credit must be given by the author for ref- 
erence material. Original conclusions are 


encouraged, particularly when logically 
presented. Manuscripts are judged on con- 
tent, interest and literary excellence. 

Gould Memorial Literary Award 
This educational award is bestowed 
upon the junior author of the best article 
submitted. Each entrant must have con- 
ducted in-depth research for his or her area 
of interest, going beyond information pre- 
viously published in standard reference 
works, and must demonstrate individual 
and specialized involvement with the top- 
ic. The article may or may not have been 
submitted to a local or regional organi- 
zation in competition or for publication. 

Ray Byrne Memorial Literary Award 
Qualifications and rules for this award 
are the same as the preceding except that 
the article must have been published in 
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The Numismatist, Coin World, Numis- 
matic News or other accredited numis- 
matic publication. 

Florence Schook Outstanding 
Young Numismatist Award 

Selection of the Outstanding Young 
Numismatist is made on a basis similar 
to the ANA award for Outstanding Club 
Representative, that is, a cumulative point 
system that rates the nominee's service 
to numismatics. Eligibility is on a local, 
state or regional basis, and nominations 
may be made by any ANA individual or 
club member. The criteria by which points 
are awarded include talks presented before 
numismatic or educational groups, pub- 
lished papers (including those printed in 
local publications), enthusiasm in the hob- 
by and leadership in local numismatics. 

Outstanding Adult Advisor 

This award is given to the adult judged 
to have contributed most toward the en- 
couragement of young numismatists. Nom- 
inations may be made by ANA individual 
or club members or by educators. The qual- 
ities considered in awarding points are 
time devoted; knowledge; educational 
contributions such as books, papers, etc.; 
leadership in moral standards; and the 
ability to organize, attract new members 
to the hobby, etc. Monetary contributions 
are not considered a basis for this award. 

Charles H. Wolfe Sr. Best-in-Show 
Exhibit Award 

ANA junior members may enter ex- 
hibits in Class C at the annual ANA con- 
vention. This award is presented to the 
young numismatist whose exhibit in this 
class is judged best in accordance with ex- 
hibit rules; standards identical to those set 
for adult exhibits will prevail. YN exhib- 
itors shall moimt, prepare and place their 
own exhibits. 

The qualifications and mles pertaining 
to the remaining awards are identical to 
those of the preceding award with the ex- 
ception that each is a specialized category 
of numismatics. 

Gordon Z. Greene Memorial 
U.S. Exhibit Award 

Only exhibits of United States coins are 
considered in competition. 


James L. Betton Foreign Exhibit Award 

Only exhibits of foreign coinage are 
considered in competition. 

Kurt Krueger Paper Money 
Exhibit Award 

Only exhibits of U.S. or foreign paper 
money are considered in competition. 

Melissa Van Grover Israeli or 
Judaic Exhibit Award 

Only exhibits of Israeli or Judaic numis- 
matic material are considered in competi- 
tion. In the event no exhibits qualify, the 
award may be given to a deserving exhibit 
at the discretion of the judges. 

Arlie Slabaugh Medals /Tokens 
Exhibit Award 

Only exhibits of medals and/or tokens 
are considered in competition. 

Charles H. Wolfe Sr. Medieval /Ancient 
Exhibit Award 

Only exhibits of medieval, ancient and 
related numismatic material are consid- 
ered in competition. 

Alan Herbert Error/ Variety Exhibit Award 

Only exhibits of error varieties, etc., are 
considered in competition. 

Candidates for YN awards must be jun- 
ior members of the ANA (between 1 1 and 
17 years of age) at the time their article 
or exhibit is entered, and all achievements 
must be original. No limits are placed on 
the length of submitted articles, but an ar- 
ticle can be entered in only one category. 

Those wishing to submit entries or nom- 
inations for the literary awards, Outstand- 
ing Young Numismatist and Outstanding 
Adult Advisor should contact Florence

Russian Numismatic Society (C-130367) 

Centenary of Mikhailovich 
Work Marked 

Plans have been made for the 9th annual 
New York meeting of the Russian Numis- 
matic Society, scheduled for Sunday De- 
cember 14 in conjunction with the 15th 
Annual New York International Numis- 
matic Convention. The RNS gathering 
will be held in St. James Suite B of the 
Sheraton Centre Hotel on 7th Avenue be- 
tween 52nd and 53rd Streets. 

To commemorate the centennial of the 
publication of Grand Duke Georgii Mik- 
hailovich's maiden numismatic work — a 
thin volume entitled Description and Il- 
lustration of Some Rare Coins in My Col- 
lection — Vesevolod Arefiev has prepared 
an exhibit and presentation dealing with 
the Grand Duke, as well as the develop- 
ment of Russian numismatic literature. 


Mikhailovich, a cousin of Emperor Alex- 
ander in who was assassinated in 1919 by 
the Bolsheviks, labored for a generation 
to prepare what remains, without rival, 
the definitive catalog of Russian coinage 
and monetary history starting with the 
reign of Peter I. 

Noted as the foremost consultant and 
bibliographer in the field of Russian 
numismatic literature, Arefiev published 
the periodical Vedomosti in the 1960s and 
contributed to the periodical Numiz- 
maticheskiye Zapiski (in Russian). He 
also implemented a progi am whereby rare 
numismatic works were reproduced in 
Russian. Arefiev's presentation will trace 
the course, tempo and teamwork involved 
in the publication of Mikhailovich's 
work; the Grand Duke's unrealized plans; 
and the background of the French transla- 
tion, Monnaies de VEmpire de Russie.

Northern Valley Coin Club (C-56785) 
Medal Commemorates Bicentennial 
of New Jersey Coinage 
In honor of the 200th anniversary of 
New Jersey's first minting of copper coins, 
the Northern Valley Coin Club of Dem- 
arest. New Jersey, has issued a medal pat- 
terned after the rare 1786 Nova Caesarea 
copper (Maris 7-E). 


The medal's obverse shows a horse and 
plow, representing the importance of agri- 
culture in the New Jersey Colony, with 
the inscription NOVA CAESAREA (the 
name given New Jersey by the Duke of 
York) above and the dates 1786-1986 
under the draw bar. The reverse carries 
the motto E PLURIBUS UNUM (one out of 
many), which appeared first on New Jer- 
sey issues and now graces the reverse of 
all U.S. coinage, encircling an outlined 
shield inscribed N.V.C.C./THE GARDEN 
STATE, denoting the issuing club and the 
continuing importance of agriculture to 
the state's economy. 

The 29mm medal was struck in copper 


(maximum mintage 1,000) and .999 silver 
(maximum mintage 100) by Pressed Metal 
Products Ltd. of Vancouver, British Co- 
lumbia. Copper versions are available at 
$3.50 each, plus a self-addressed, stamped 
envelope, from John H. Rosengren, 332 
Eastside Ave., Ridgewood, NJ 07450.

Simo stresses that a current inventory, 
listing purchase price, grade and value of 
each item in a collection, is a must, be- 
cause not only does it provide necessary 
information should a theft occur, but also 
facilitates settlement of a collector's es- 
tate. The intended heirs, if not knowledge- 
able about coins, also should be provided 
with the name, address and telephone 
number of at least two reputable dealers. 

In reply to Simo's query about the best 
way to dispose of coins, Q. David Bowers 
of Bowers and Merena Galleries, Inc.

comes into possession of a number of 
coins and does not have the knowledge to 
evaluate them, probably the safest way to 
sell them is through auctions. In that way, 
the pieces will be presented to many thou- 
sands of potential buyers and will bring 
their true market value. Also, the necessi- 
ty of having a number of dealers come to 
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one's house or other premises— with at- 
tendant security risks — does not exist 
under this formula."

Military Payment Certificates Initiated 40 Years Ago 

At the regular September 
meeting of Kansas' Leaven- 
worth Numismatic Club, 
the 40th anniversary of the 
introduction of U.S. Mili- 
tary Payment Certificates 
was observed. Fred Schwan 
presented a slide-illustrat- 
ed lecture about the devel- 
opment and use of military 
payment certificates from 
1946 through 1973, when 
the series was discontinued. 

Military payment certif- 
icates, known as MFCs to 
collectors and frequently 
called "funny money" by 
the soldiers, sailors and air- 
men who used them, were 
first issued on September 
16, 1946. Intended to prevent the spread of illegal currency, the certificates were legal- 
ly held and used by U.S. military and civilian personnel in official and semi-official 
transactions such as purchases in canteens. To discourage illegal use, series were ex- 
changed without prior notice. The earher of the 13 issues are quite plain, but later ones 
are colorful, attractive and historical. Specimens vary in availability from scarce or rare 
to easily found. 

To mark the anniversary, the LNC has issued a serially numbered, offset-printed 
souvenir card carrying an actual MFC specimen. The club prepared a specimen card 
bearing a $10 certificate of the first series expressly for the ANA museum,- another 
specimen card was awarded to a junior LNC member in a special drawing. A limited 
number of cards were postmarked on September 16 at Fort Leavenworth. 

Several souvenir cards are still available at $5 each, with or without postmark, on 
a first-come, first-served basis. Requests for the cards should specify if postmark is desired 
and should be addressed to Fred Schwan, Box L, Fort Leavenworth, KS 66027.

Club and County Collaborate 
on Medals 

To celebrate the sesquicentennial of 
Will County, Illinois, two commemora- 
tive medals have been issued as a joint 


project of the Will County Coin Club and 
the Will County Board. WCCC members 
believe this is the first time a local coin 
club and a county government have shared 
a commemorative medal die. 

The WCCC medal's reverse design, the 
work of club member Chuck Fowler, de- 
picts the head of Liberty and has been 
adopted as the new WCCC logo. Richard 
Colombo, chairman of the Will County 
Sesquicentennial Committee, created the 
sesquicentennial motif on the obverse. 

The obverse of the Will County Sesqui- 
centennial medal also carries Colombo's 
design.

A total of 150 WCCC pieces, each

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Coins of the Bible 

' From the Holy Land comes this group of bronzes called prutot 
I (singular “prutah”), the small change of the lands of the Bible. 

J The choice of type is yours. The following is represented: 


HASMONAEAN DYNASTY: 103-37 B.C. 

Most coins arc of the inscription /double cornucopiae type 
and were the basic medium of exchange during the 1st cen- 
tury B.C. These are often referred to as “Widow Mites.” 

The value of the prutah is related to the Greek silver 
drachm: 1 silver drachm = 6 silver obols = 48 AE 
chalkoi = 168 AE prutot = 336 AE Lcpta. In relation to 
the then current shekels of Tyre, one silver shekel = 

6.72 AE prutot. Later, this relationship changed slightly. 

HERODIAN DYNASTY: 37-4 B.C. 
During these troubled times a large variety of coin 
types and denominations were issued; most all of 
these offered by us are minted by Herod Agrippa 1 
and are of the canopy/thrcc cars of barley type 
which circulated in Jerusalem and environs. Herod 
Philip II and Agrippa issued portrait coins (graven 
images) which were designed to circulate outside 
the predominantly Jewish populated area. 




FIRST REVOLT: 66-70 A.D. 

While these coins were minted huge 
stones were being hurled and battering 
rams were used to raze the fortified walls 
of Jerusalem. The bronzes arc dated, 
most all of year two (A.D. 67). 



ROMAN PROCURATORS: 6-66 A.D. 



The fourteen men appointed to this post by the 
emperor held office at Caesarea; six of the fourteen 
issued bronze coins. During this time the prutah 
was equal to one quadrans, 64 of which were 
equivalent to the Roman silver denarius.
